Court orders ?5 million 
payment for alleged 
HID transmission

F ormer city Health Commissioner 
Ron Hill faced more legal prob¬ 
lems last week when a San Francis¬ 
co Superior Court commissioner or¬ 
dered him to pay $5 million to a re¬ 
cent ex-lover for allegedly infecting 
him with HIV. 

Thomas Lister, 36, was awarded 
general and punitive damages for al¬ 
legedly contracting HIV from Hill, 
whom he dated from March through 
August of 2000. 

Hill, 44, was an openly HIV-posi¬ 
tive member of the city’s Health 
Commission from the time he was 
appointed by Mayor Willie Brown in 
1997 up to his resignation in October 
2000 when he was arrested for al¬ 
legedly writing bad checks. 

Lister, however, claimed that Hill told 
him he was negative when the two men 
met. His lawsuit said he was monoga¬ 
mous during his relationship with Hill, 
and that he tested positive the same 
month that Hill’s arrest and HIV status 
were widely reported in the media. 

The amount won by Lister is one 
of the nation’s highest ever awarded 
as a result of an HIV/AIDS transmis¬ 
sion claim. But this civil ruling will 
likely have no effect on related case 
law, according to Bill Hirsh, executive 
director of the AIDS Legal Referral 
Panel, because it was handed down 
through a default judgment, the result 
of Hill not contesting the case. 

“A default judgment just means 
Mr. Hill decided, for whatever reason, 
not to defend this lawsuit; it doesn’t 
tell us conclusively what happened in 
this case,” said Hirsh. “It’s very diffi¬ 
cult to prove intent in HIV transmis¬ 
sion, and this case is of limited value 
for anything.” 

The difficulty in proving inten¬ 
tional HIV transmission should help 
Hill as he awaits a decision on 
whether the San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office will press criminal 
charges on- behalf of Lister. It is a 
felony in California to knowingly in¬ 
fect a person with HIV. 

Lister had tried to pursue a crimi¬ 
nal case last year but was informed by 
the DA’s office that prosecutors did 
not have enough evidence to prove 
intent. Although the civil ruling may 
have provoked a second look at crim¬ 
inal charges, it likely won’t help to se¬ 
cure proof of intent, according to 
page 15 ► 



Day of Silence drains attention 
to LGBT abuse in schools

S ometimes the best way to stand up for 
your rights is not to say anything at all. 
The seventh annual “Day of Silence,” 
sponsored by the Gay, Lesbian, Straight Edu¬ 
cation Network, will be ob¬ 
served by students and held 
at schools across the country 
on Wednesday, April 10. 

First conceived in 1996 by 
an 18-year-old student writ¬ 
ing a paper on nonviolent 
protest, the event now in¬ 
volves more than 1,200 
learning institutions and an 
estimated tens of thousands 
of students and teachers who 
will voluntarily refuse to 
speak for one day in order to 
draw attention to the LGBT 
struggle taking place in 
America’s schools. 

Last year’s event, accord¬ 
ing to GLSEN spokesman 
Chadwick Bovee, drew just 200 participating 
schools by comparison. But the nationwide 
fight has intensified over the right to assembly 
and free expression on campus without preju¬ 
dice or violence, and many LGBT people, as 
well as their supporters, have heeded the call 
to action. 

“The Day of Silence is addressing the 
needs of countless young people who want to 
end anti-gay bias in their schools;!'according 
to GLSEN’s deputy executive director EHfca 
Byard, who noted that the organization’s most 
recent national survey showed that four out 
of five LGBT students have encountered ver¬ 
bal, sexual, or physical harassment in school. 
The survey also reported that faculty and staff 
failed to intervene in most anti-gay incidents, 
and that 68.6 percent of gay students, and 89.5 


percent of transgenders, felt unsafe at school. 

Day of Silence participants hope to draw 
attention to these figures by mimicking the si¬ 
lence felt by LGBT students and staff in 
schools. “Please understand my reasons for 
not speaking today,” reads a card that partici¬ 
pants will distribute throughout the day. “My 
deliberate silence echoes that 
silence which is caused by 
harassment, prejudice, and 
discrimination. Think about 
the voices you’re not hearing 
today. What are you going to 
do to end the silence?” 

Bay Area participating 
schools include Berkeley Al¬ 
ternative High School, 
Burlingame High School, 
City College of San Francis¬ 
co, Hayward High School, 
Mountain View High School, 
North Bay Orinda School, 
Novato High School, San Le¬ 
andro High School, San 
Mateo High School, Univer¬ 
sity of California, Berkeley, 
and several other high schools in the San 
Francisco area. 

Nationally, students from Nebraska plan to 
form a human chain around the state Capitol 
in Lincoln; LGBT students from Fort Laud¬ 
erdale will host a “Breaking the Silence” rally; 
and a school in Albany, New York will desig¬ 
nate a “silent lunch” period. 

“We’re thrilled by the extraordinary level 
of commitment and creativity we’re seeing 
from young people across the country,” said a 
statement from Chris Tuttle, national student 
organizer.

Higden 
announces 
rrant to 
agency

n January, the future looked bleak for Pos¬ 
itive Resource Center. 

At the time, the nonprofit agency an¬ 
nounced it could close this year due to a 
budget crisis. Sever¬ 
al employees re¬ 
ceived pink slips 
and a search was on 
for a new executive 
director after Ken 
Bukowski resigned 
his post. 

But hope springs 
anew at the AIDS 
agency that it will 
survive its current 
fiscal problems. In 
addition to count¬ 
less fundraisers and donations from com¬ 
munity members during the last three 
months, PRC has received a cash infusion 
from the state. 

At the request of Assemblywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D-San Francisco) Governor 
Gray Davis has directed a grant of $150,000 
through the Employment Development De¬ 
partment to the agency. 

“In terms of the agency, basically we are 
overjoyed because it has taken away the threat 
of having to close our doors,” said Mairi Mc- 
Keever, the agency’s interim executive direc¬ 
tor. “It has helped us to meet our goals in 
March to raise $85,000. With approval of that 
contract, we essentially made that goal.” 

As to why she pushed for PRC to receive 
the funds, Migden said simply, “They need 
them. They are a terribly important com¬ 
munity resource.” 

While the money is only a one-time fund¬ 
ing source, Migden said the funds will allow 
PRC time to find a solution to its problems. 

“They called our office in a state of des¬ 
peration and we are pleased they asked us to 
lend a hand,” Migden told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter in an interview Monday, April 1. “This 
will give PRC’s board and staff some addi¬ 
tional breathing room and a little flexibility.” 

The funds will allow PRC to continue pro¬ 
viding people living with HIV/AIDS numer¬ 
ous employment services. Thousands of 
HIV-positive clients have turned to PRC over 
the last 15 years for free access to vocational 
counseling, computer training, job search as¬ 
sistance, micro-enterprise development as¬ 
sistance, legal rights and credit repair work¬ 
shops, job placement, and support groups for 
people entering or reentering the workplace. 

“We are thrilled and delighted that the 
state and the governor are recognizing the 
valuable work of PRC,” said Mark Murphy, 
president of PRC’s board of directors. 

The agency’s budget problems began last 
year when it learned its application to reap¬ 
ply for a $735,000 U.S. Department of Edu¬ 
cation grant had been denied. In January, 
PRC turned to the community to raise 
$175,000 by March in order to stabilize its 
first quarter cash flow and pay employees.

Lands said that she uses a lot of 
humor in her presentations, such as 
when she talks about “stinky gas.” 
In terms of the gas and bloating, 
Lands suggests that if the medica¬ 
tion (usually protease inhibitors) 
can’t be discontinued, Dennis 
Rosa-Re, a Florida physician with a 
large HIV practice, has found that 
taking pancreatic enzymes can 
often eliminate the problem. 

Some side effects can be con¬ 
trolled or eliminated with supple¬ 
ments. “In many people, vitamin 
B-12 really helps with fatigue,” she 
noted.

Azure Wellness System earlier 
this year launched the first line of 
nutritional supplements specifical¬ 
ly designed for people living with 
HIV. The products are designed to 
significantly reduce the number of 
pills people need to take, lower the 
costs, and make it more convenient 
for people living with HIV to get 
proper supplements through 
monthly home delivery.

T he ad for an upcoming lecture 
for people living with 
HIV/AIDS reads, “Sick and 
tired of being sick and tired?” and 
that about sums up the approach 
that Lark Lands, Ph.D. brings to her 
audiences. Lands, an HTV treatment 
expert, will be in San Francisco 
Wednesday, April 10 to talk about 
her many tips on countering or pre¬ 
venting the many side effects asso¬ 
ciated with HTV/AIDS medications. 

In an interview last week with 
the Bay Area Reporter , Lands, 
who’s the science editor for Poz 
magazine, spoke about the issue of 
medication side effects and said 
she hopes interested people will 
attend the free lecture. 

“I put together an integrated 
approach,” Lands said. “I think a 
lot of people are living longer 
[with HIV] but are living miser¬ 
ably with it. For people on drugs 
there are terrible side effects.” 

Some of those include body 
distortions, cardiac concerns, di¬ 
arrhea, fatigue, gas and bloating, 
neuropathy, and liver toxicity. 

Many times, Lands said, doc¬ 
tors simply tell their patients to 
“live with” the side effects. 

“What I want to say is ignore 
them,” Lands said. “There is an as¬ 
tonishing number of people with 
HIV living with chronic pain.” 


Lands maintains that until re¬ 
cently, there was not a lot of re¬ 
search into drug side effects, but 
that is changing. “There’s been a 
huge amount of attention to drug 
side effects the last couple of 
years,” she said. 

Lands’s presentation is being 
sponsored by Project Inform, 
Serono, Damron, and Azure Well¬ 
ness System. Dr. Marge Poscher, 
who formerly had a HIV practice 
in San Francisco, will introduce 
Lands. Poscher is also chair of the 
Azure Wellness System’s nutri-

AT&T LGBT group offers scholarships

F or the sixth consecutive year, 
LEAGUE at AT&T Founda¬ 
tion, the telecommunica¬ 
tions company’s LGBT employee 
group, is set to award its annual 
academic scholarships. Applica¬ 
tions are being accepted through 
Friday, April 19. 

Formed in 1987 after a handful 
of AT&T employees at the Denver 
facility returned from the March 
on Washington inspired, ener¬ 
gized, and convinced that they 
could help change part of their 
world, LEAGUE now has chapters 
across the country and has become 
the visible representative of more 
than 15,000 lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender AT&T employees. 

LEAGUE’S scholarship program 
is one of the ways that employees 
give back to the community. The 
LEAGUE Foundation Scholarship 
Fund is a separate nonprofit orga¬ 
nization, and is funded by external 
gifts, member donations, and 
LEAGUE fundraising activities. 

For this year’s scholarships, ap¬ 


plicants should graduate high 
school in 2002, identify them¬ 
selves as LGBT, achieve a cumula¬ 
tive grade point average of at least 
3.0 on a 4.0 scale, be actively and 
substantially involved in commu¬ 
nity service, and have been ac¬ 
cepted to an accredited college or 
university in the U.S. 

Scholarships currently open 
for application are the Matthew 
Shepard Memorial Scholarship 
(name used with permission of 
the Shepard family), named for 
the Wyoming college student 
murdered in 1998 for his sexual 
orientation. The Shepard scholar¬ 
ship is awarded to a student who 
has demonstrated leadership in 


promoting diversity and under¬ 
standing in the community 

The other scholarship current¬ 
ly open is the LEAGUE at AT&T 
Foundation Scholarship. The 
scholarships range between 
$1,000 and $1,500, according to 
LEAGUE’S Web site.

City promotes HIV/STD 
testing among gay men

M twist on the time honored 
tradition of spring house 
mm. cleaning, San Francisco 
health officials are asking gay and 
bisexual men to undergo a more 
personal cleansing this month. 

With syphilis and other sexually 
transmitted diseases increasing sig¬ 
nificantly among gay and bisexual 
men, according to health officials, 
several city agencies are launching a 
new program asking sexually active 
men to get tested for STDs. 

“Other STDs have fallen off 
gay men’s radar because of HIV. I 
think a lot of people may not be 
aware that this is also an impor¬ 
tant health concern for gay men,” 
said Steve Gibson, program direc¬ 
tor at the Stop AIDS Project. 

Dubbed Castroguys’ Spring 
Cleaning, the program will consist 
of an outreach campaign to pro¬ 
mote the availability of STD and 
HIV tests through the health de¬ 
partment’s mobile unit and at the 
City Clinic. By offering free coffee, 
book discounts, and even free 
passes to sex clubs, officials hope 
to encourage as many men as pos¬ 
sible to get tested. 

“The reality is syphilis num¬ 
bers and gonorrhea numbers have 
gone up,” said Steve Tierney, di¬ 
rector of HIV prevention for the 
Department of Public Health. 
“This is taking the illness very se¬ 
riously but not trying to be 
alarmist about it. It is a way of 
doing it without all those ads that 
make people think death is wait¬ 
ing outside the front door.” 


After years of decline, San 
Francisco health officials last year 
saw a spike in the rates of syphilis 
among gay and bisexual men, with 
153 men who have sex with men 
contracting early syphilis. With 
early syphilis, the person contract¬ 
ed the disease within the last year 
and may or may not show signs. 

It is too early to tell how many 
gay and bisexual men will con¬ 
tract syphilis this year, although 
some estimate the number could 
reach 250 cases. Already the city 
has reported 67 cases of early 
syphilis during January and Feb¬ 
ruary, with MSMs accounting for 
most of those cases. In 2001, the 
city only registered 18 cases dur¬ 
ing the same time frame. 

“While the number is lower 
than in the early 1980s, certainly it 
is the wrong direction for the city 
when we are spending a fair 
amount of resources on promot¬ 
ing safe sex, healthy lifestyles, and 
trying to stop the spread of STDs,” 
said Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, the city’s 
STD control chief. 

Outreach workers will focus on 
the Castro and South of Market 
areas to promote the latest health 
initiative. Advertising and posters 
will also be used to attract the at¬ 
tention of gay and bisexual men. 

Along with the push for in¬ 
creased testing, the health depart¬ 
ment has taken several other steps 
in recent weeks to combat the rise 
in STDs. Those steps include: 

• The Health Commission 
awarded a $100,575 grant to a Bay 
Area company called ISIS, Inter¬ 
net Sexual Information Services, 
to create a partnership with Inter¬ 


net service providers to do banner 
advertising outreach over online 
chat rooms and bulletin boards. 

• The health department sent a 
letter to physicians asking them to 
test all sexually active gay men for 
STDs twice a year. 

• The city is requiring workers 
at sex clubs and adult bookstores 
to undergo training sessions on 
safe sex. They are also being asked 
to enforce a “no unprotected anal 
or vaginal intercourse” policy. 

The new spring cleaning cam¬ 
paign actually came out of a meet¬ 
ing with sex club owners earlier 
this year. Larry Hanbrook, a com¬ 
munity health specialist with the 
city, commended the sex clubs for 
offering free passes as an incentive 
because it targets some of the 
most at-risk men.' 

“A good proportion of our re¬ 
cent syphilis cases have men¬ 
tioned they go to the sex clubs to 
find partners,” said Hanbrook. 

Club owners are printing up 
and distributing the passes, which 
clients can have stamped after get¬ 
ting tested. The stamped pass will 
allow them free entry to the club. 

“It is a unique and interesting 
collaboration. They realize it is to 
their benefit as well to have 
healthy clientele,” said Hanbrook. 

In the end, health officials hope 
the spring cleaning program pro¬ 
motes the idea that STD testing 
should be a routine part of gay and 
bisexual men’s health care regimens. 

“It is sort of like going to the 
dentist twice a year,” said Han¬ 
brook. “It should not be a big deal. 
It is just something you do to take 
care of your health.” ▼

W ith current HIV preven¬ 
tion strategies failing to 
reach the African Ameri¬ 
can community, which continues 
to be disproportionately affected 
by the virus, two new marketing 
campaigns aim to target the city’s 
black residents. 

“We see across the country that 
the numbers are increasing in the 
African American community. Yet 
in San Francisco that subpopula¬ 
tion is so small it often gets ignored 
in the delivery of services,” said 
Steve Tierney, director of HIV pre¬ 
vention for the city’s Department 
of Public Health. “This is an effort 
to both provide information to the 
members of the African American 
community and to do community 
development so that the commu¬ 
nity can identify needs and work 
together with us to build strategies 
that address those needs.” 


The campaigns will tackle twL j 
different topics - the correlation 
of substance abuse and risk of 
HIV transmission; and black men 
who have sex with men but do not 
identify as being gay. 

“I think one of the things we 
have to do is design messages that 
take into account who and what 
the African American community 
is,” said Toni Young, director of 
the nonprofit Community Educa¬ 
tion Group. “Are we targeting the 
gay issue or are we targeting HIV 
and AIDS prevention? Because 
those are very different things.” 

According to the Black Coali¬ 
tion on AIDS, blacks in San Fran¬ 
cisco have a 61 percent higher 
prevalence of HIV cases by num¬ 
ber than the general population. 
And while the overall number of 
AIDS cases plummeted by 61 per¬ 
cent in the past five years, the num¬ 
ber of blacks diagnosed with the 
disease ballooned by 20 percent. 

“The question has to be asked

and there must be a search for the 
answers to: Why is it on the rise in 
the African American community 
and not in others?” said Donald 
Frazier, director of contracts and 
compliance for Walden House, a 
local drug and alcohol treatment 
center. “A social marketing cam¬ 
paign hopefully will change the 
conversation, or at the very least,

H e has been called the father 
of the gay rights move¬ 
ment, and this weekend 
local LGBT activists are coming 
together to throw a party for the 
San Francisco legend in honor of 
his birthday. Harry Hay, who in 
1950 founded the first successful 
gay group, the Mattachine Society, 
turns 90 years old on April 7.

make an appearance. And procla¬ 
mations will be presented from the

San Francisco Labor Council and 
the California state Senate. 

Hay, who previously lived in 
Southern California, remained in 
San Francisco following his ap¬ 
pearance as a grand marshal in the 
1999 Pride Parade. He has had 
some health problems since then, 
and friends have been caring for 
Hay and his longtime partner, 
John Burnside. 

Hay’s commitment to human 


dignity and progressive politics 
goes baick more than 70 years, 
frbm his involvement in the labor 
movement in the 1930s; to the 
founding of the Mattachine Soci¬ 
ety and his subsequent proposal 
that gays and lesbians were a dis¬ 
tinct cultural and political minor¬ 
ity group; to his organizing the 
Radical Faeries in the 1970s. He 
has been the subject of a biogra¬ 
phy, has published a collection of 
writing entitled Radically Gay , and 
will be portrayed in the biograph¬ 
ical film, Hope Along the Wind, to 
be broadcast on PBS later this year.

LGBT and women’s 
groups hit by hatred

I arch 27 was shaping up 
like any other day until 
employees of Community 
United Against Violence, Com¬ 
munity Thrift, and the Women’s 
Building discovered that their 
buildings had been vandalized 
with anti-Arab and other hateful 
messages. 

Occurring sometime during 
the evening of March 26, the van¬ 
dalism, in the form of black spray 
paint, declared, “Kill Arabs” on the 
Women’s Building; “Die sand nig¬ 
gers” and “Dead Arabs=Peace” 
near CUAV; and “Bomb Arabs” on 
the side of Community Thrift di¬ 
rectly across from the Mission Po¬ 
lice Station. At the Women’s 
Building the graffiti vandals also 
targeted lesbian and queer causes, 
painting “Cunts” on the building’s 
side mural and strategically strik¬ 
ing out AIDS activists and people 
of color that are painted as part of 
a community scene. 

“As this shows, racism and 
misogyny go hand in hand,” said 
Miranda Bergman, a women’s 
building muralist, at a March 28 
press conference in front of the 
building’s vandalism. 

There are no known suspects, 
although a profile has been sub¬ 
mitted to police that rules out 
adolescent pranksters and focuses 
more on adults who are familiar 


with the organizations targeted. 
Criminal charges will be pursued 
against the perpetrator(s) if 
caught. 

The fact that both CUAV and 
the Women’s Building were hit, 
according to Tina D’Elia, hate vio¬ 
lence survivor program director at 
CUAV, has led the organizations to 
believe that this was no random 
act, and was perpetrated by some¬ 
one “in the know” about the 
groups’ politics. Both the 
Women’s Building and CUAV 
have taken an active stand against 
anti-Arab and anti-Muslim big¬ 
otry. Community Thrift was more 
likely vandalized for its mural, a 
wall that is part of the Clarion 
Alley Mural Project that depicts 
U.S. fighter planes. 

“We’ll be painting over the hate 
as soon as possible,” Corey Ruda, 
executive director of Community 
Thrift, told the Bay Area Reporter 
last week. “The ignorant words 
will be gone but the ignorant folks 
that wrote them won’t be. I wish 
we could also paint over them.” 

Community Thrift gives to a 
variety of charities, including 
those that help immigrants and 
many with a leftist political slant, 
but Ruda did not seem to think 
his building was a specific target. 

The purposeful vandalism 
joins the growing number of 
more than 100 hate crimes docu¬ 
mented in the Bay Area by the 
American Arab Anti-Discrimina¬ 


tion Committee since September 
11, 2001. Nationally, there have 
been 1,717 cases of hate crimes 
against Arabs, Muslims, 
South/Central/West Asians, North 
Africans, and anyone perceived to 
be from these communities. The 
Council on American Muslim Re¬ 
lations has reported 372 public 
harassment incidents, 289 physi¬ 
cal assaults, and 11 murders. 

A representative of Women 
Against Rape, which is a tenant of 
the Women’s Building, blamed 
anti-Arab sentiment on the 
media’s portrayal of Arabs as “ter¬ 
rorists,” particularly in the Pales- 
tine-Israel conflict, despite the fact 
that it is Israel that has killed more 
than 1,000 people and has been 
condemned by the United Nations 
for illegally occupying Palestine. 
Palestinian suicide bombers have 
also not helped the Arab image, as 
the death toll on both sides con¬ 
tinues to climb. 

D’Elia said that CUAV will 
continue to emphasize that the 
vandalism was not only anti-Arab, 
but anti-woman, anti-immigrant, 
and anti-LGBTQ. She also said 
that the hatred should not deter 
people from taking a political 
stand against racial profiling, for¬ 
eign policy, or anything else with 
which they take issue. 

“Our message is, continue to 
come out and support events,” 
said D’Elia, “but don’t walk home 
alone.” V

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Hate rears its ugly head 


hese are dangerous times. Tension is 
mounting in this country as fighting 
rages in the Middle East while the 
U.S. continues to fight the war on terrorism. 
Increasingly, both sides in the Israeli-Pales- 
tinian conflict have stepped up the violence 
as more suicide bombings have occurred 
and Israeli troops have moved into Bethle¬ 
hem. Most of us watch with horror, sadness, 
and the sinking feeling that comes with an 
inability to end the violence. There are no 
easy answers. 

There is also no excuse for the violence 
that occurred in San Francisco last week as 
vandals struck the Women’s Building, Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, and the 
Community Thrift shop. All three organiza¬ 
tions were victims of hate graffiti, which in¬ 
cluded anti-Arab messages, disparaging 
phrases aimed at women, and the striking out 
of AIDS activists and people of color depict¬ 
ed in some of the buildings’ murals. While the 
graffiti has been cleaned up, in the words of 
Community Thrift’s Corey Ruda,“The igno¬ 
rant folks that wrote them won’t be.” 

Since September 11, hundreds of hate 
crimes have been documented in the Bay 
Area, known as one of the more tolerant 
places in the country. Many of the docu¬ 
mented cases show that anti-Arab and anti- 
Muslim sentiment is present here, just as it 
is in other parts of the nation. When hate 
hits close to home, as it did last week, it 
leaves initial feelings of fear and helpless¬ 
ness. Those feelings must be overcome, 
however, otherwise those who perpetrated 
the acts will have won; and that cannot be 
allowed to happen. 

We in the LGBT community can relate to 
the fear felt in the wake of hatred, because 
we have been targets too. Last month, an ex¬ 
hibit at the Gay and Lesbian Historical Soci¬ 
ety of Northern California brought to life 
Anita Bryant’s 1977 crusade against gays; 
one of the turning points in our fight for 


equal rights. And, now, 25 years later, at a 
time when.P^^got Bush is calling . ,, , 
on all Americans to unite in the face * ( 

of possible terrorist atta^ ^iw i 

servative Republicans continue to 
issue anti-gay diatribes attacking 
us on issues such as adoption and ^ 
marriage. Other federal officials 
have said we are unequal in the eyes of 
the Bush administration, illustrated by 
the fact that LGBT survivors of 
those killed September 11 have 
been denied their share of fed¬ 
eral compensation. And on top 
of all this, some ignorant person or people 
decides to deface murals on public buildings 



in San Francisco. It was a misguided effort 
that has, however, succeeded in bringing 
, people together: at a news conference 
last w$ek, representatives of the de- 
faced buildi,ogs were united in contin- 
' umg ffieir missions. 

Acts of hate, whether actual physi¬ 
cal violence or the physical defacing of 
buildings, will not deter our commu¬ 
nity from working with others to 
foster dialogue as the violence 
overseas continues. We con¬ 
demn last week’s pathetic at¬ 
tempt to fan the fires of hale 
against Arabs, gays, women, and people liv¬ 
ing with AIDS. ▼

L eading gay researcher Tom Coates 
suggests that “perhaps we should just 
stop” HIV prevention. Gay colum¬ 
nists from Dan Savage to “Independent Gay 
Forum” members Andrew Sullivan and Paul 
Varnell give us various versions of throwing 
in the towel on the CDC and HIV educa¬ 
tion. “Gay activists” Michael Petrelis and 
David Pasquarelli call for defunding of 
AIDS programs, and feed HIV prevention 
workshop titles to conservative congres¬ 
sional staffers who launch an audit by the 
federal inspector general. Gay community 
debate erupts - but over bail and jail for Pe¬ 
trelis and Pasquarelli. The far more pressing 
question - will the gay community be asleep 
at the switch while HIV prevention gets gut¬ 
ted? - is going unanswered. 

Calls to defund HIV prevention get so 
much ink in part because they speak to the 
mixed feelings many Americans - including 
gay Americans - feel about something as 
powerful and complicated as sex. Sex is 
often split off, regarded as something to be 
done but not talked about. Parents and con¬ 
servatives cling to abstinence messages that 
make them feel comfortable, leaving their 
kids to deal with messier realities. Gay men 
are given slogans about condom use, with¬ 
out a forum for discussion of pleasure or 
partnering. Homosexually active black men 
who don’t identify as gay are often given 
nothing at all, labeled as “unreachable” or 
“pathological” in spite of the fact, tha.Uthsi&r. 4 
rates of risk behavior ai{e often tfee;sajme as 
those of vyhite gay-men J 
, . The new alliance of gay gadflys, conserv¬ 
ative politicians, and columnists critical of 
HIV prevention do not propose solutions to 
these problems. Saying we should defund 
HIV prevention, or not saying anything as 
those arguments are made, accepts the ob¬ 


scene rates of HIV among young homosex¬ 
ually active black men - one in three infect¬ 
ed by age 29. Forcing educators to waste 
time on old arguments about sexual explic¬ 
itness means missing the chance to urge 
them toward new approaches to Internet 
sex and STD education. Shutting down dis¬ 
cussions of gay sexuality at AIDS organiza¬ 
tions means leaving the field entirely to 
marketers more concerned with prod¬ 
uct placement than HIV prevention: 
pharmaceutical companies selling 
pills through glossy images, corpo¬ 
rations using gay magazines to 
peddle style and celebrity, and sex- 
industry entrepreneurs squeezing 
cash out of subcultures. 

As vastly higher rates 
of HIV infection among 
black men clearly demon¬ 
strate, the key to under¬ 
standing HIV transmission in 2002 is likely 
less about how many times gay men use 
condoms and more about sexual decision 
making, networks, and patterns of partner¬ 
ing. This means we need more complex and 
nuanced prevention interventions, not a re¬ 
treat. At a time when AIDS and gay organi¬ 
zations ought to be shifting from latex edu¬ 
cation to sex education, from an individual 
to a relational approach, it is both appro¬ 
priate but essential that we have workshops, 
summits, and other places where men ca,p 
talk about things like how we choose s^u^ 
partners, what feels good, and whaj we‘are 
looking for^rfcirtOsddiYlDS'prev^ition can- 
• fjoL^ust.be about sex acts with a condom. It 
has to be about sex lives as we live them. 

So where is our collective response when 
the inspector general calls for a full audit of 
federally-funded HIV prevention, or homo¬ 
phobe and right-winger Tom Coburn is ap¬ 
pointed to chair the president’s AIDS advi¬ 
sory council? In 1987, when Jesse Helms 
waved safer sex materials and banned CDC 



funding for anything that “encouraged ho¬ 
mosexuality,” we were enraged. We went to 
court, we formed ACT UP, and we said “si- 
lence=death.” In communities distrustful of 
institutions, heroes, and leaders, HIV pre¬ 
vention - including promotion of safer sex 
in the face of homophobia - was a historic 
achievement. 

Now, precisely at the time that we need 
to create new safer sex education, we are sit¬ 
ting back and watching it slip away. This 
time, though, the culprits are not just ho¬ 
mophobic politicians but gay 
naysayers themselves. They are 
\ helped by community indiffer- 
1 ** * ence, and the media’s tendency 
to repeat the story that gay men 
are “at it again,” without 
adding additional insight. 

Ambivalence about 
sex makes strange bedfel¬ 
lows. But gay and African American com¬ 
munities, especially, should be wary of de¬ 
mands for sanitized sex education or calls 
for proof of efficacy in what remains one of 
the most complex and underexplored as¬ 
pects of our lives, regardless of our sexuali¬ 
ty. What we need now is not safe safer sex 
education. What we need now is not so- 
called gay activists urging conservative 
politicians to audit how we talk about sexu¬ 
al pleasure. What we need is engagement, 
ip ^qp^^Qinmunities, in the incredi- 


djy^mportarit dialogue about how HIV pre- 
' vention might open honest discussion 
about sexuality rather than shutting it 
down. The last 20 years of history, certainly, 
makes the lesson clear. The silences imposed 
by pro-abstinence, sex-negative conser¬ 
vatism have already cost too many lives. T

Tone down the rhetoric 

Paula Martinac [“About the ‘P* word,” Lesbian 
Notions, March 14] is correct when she stated, 
“...our community rarely discusses that lesbians’ 
and gay men’s diverging views on what 
constitutes pedophilia are a barrier to 
achieving community.” To that end, I be¬ 
lieve the definition of pedophilia, by the 
American Psychiatric Association, in its 
Diagnostic and Statistical Manual, Fourth 
Edition (DSM-4), should be used to 
frame the issue. The DSM-4 defines 
the personality disorder of pedophilia 
as the exclusive or predominant sexual 
attraction to and sexual contact with persons 13 
years of age or younger by persons 16 years of age or 
older. 

Ms. Martinac makes reference to age of consent 
laws, which are strictly political and social lines of de¬ 
marcation. Sexual abuse, by its very nature, goes be¬ 
yond age differences. Obviously, an adult can be sex¬ 
ually abused by another adult of the same age. I too 
cringe, as apparently Ms. Martinac did, at the gay 
poet’s disingenuous characterization of an older male 
engaging in oral sex on a sleeping boy, as consensual. 
Of course it was sexual abuse. But it would have been 
sexual abuse if the sleeping male was of the same age 
as the abuser. 

The words pedophilia and pedophile have become 
bastardized, within and without the American gay 
community, the way the John Birch Society bas¬ 
tardized Communist and communism in the 1950s 
and 1960s. We need to tone down the rhetoric and en¬ 
gage in a more intellectually honest discussion of sex¬ 
ual abuse, whether against children or adults.

I cannot help but think the Roman Catholic Church 
looks like a cash cow to unscrupulous accusers who 
bring up charges 15 or 20 years after the fact. Many 
so-called victims are in it for the payoff.

As much as I appreciate Michael Adams’s desire to 
get the word out to the LGBT community 
about the necessity of protecting our 
If rights [“You need a will!” Guest Opinion, 
March 14], I was dismayed to note his ex¬ 
clusion of something I feel is a much bet¬ 
ter alternative for doing the job (i.e., a re¬ 
vocable living trust). 

My partner and I have been togeth¬ 
er 23 years, and both have been execu¬ 
tors to friends’ estates after their pass¬ 
ing from AIDS. One friend’s estate went through the 
probate courts for three years (what a headache), and 
another friend’s family members still had opportuni¬ 
ties to question one thing or another about the con¬ 
tent of the will. With a revocable living trust, my part¬ 
ner and I are assured our personal and business af¬ 
fairs will continue after our deaths as though we were 
still living. There is no judge holding up the signing of 
checks while the paperwork is reviewed during the 
probate process, and there are no attorneys com¬ 
pounding the problems caused by hostile family 
members. 

Granted, a will is easier to compose considering all 
of the software available these days to assist with the 
process, but, in my opinion, writing a will is the old 
way to go. A revocable living trust provides much bet¬ 
ter protection and guarantees my serenity by know¬ 
ing that my personal and business affairs will contin¬ 
ue after my death, with little or no headache caused to 
my surviving partner. 

I want to thank Mr. Adams for encouraging our 
community to protect itself in these post-September 
11 times, but I want to add my recommendation that 
you inquire about a revocable living trust when you 
contact the Lambda Legal help desk with questions. 
Until you’ve gone through the nightmare of a three- 
year probate, you do not realize how important a re¬ 
vocable living trust can be in your life, as well as the 
gift you are giving to the ones closest to you.

I was recently made aware 
Internet-based movie. Techni¬ 
cally, it’s nicely done. The plot 
is simple and effective. It is for a 
worthy cause, and does a great job 
of getting its point across. 

It is also transphobic.

The movie - an advertisement 
from the National Center for To¬ 
bacco-Free Kids - is warning peo¬ 
ple about Philip Morris’ name 
change to Altria, labeling it an at¬ 
tempt to appear as a compassion¬ 
ate company while still peddling a 
dangerous product.

The plot is this: the Marlboro 
Man, furtively sneaking down 
back alleys past a “Wanted 1 ' 
poster bearing his likeness, 
enters the office of a shady 
plastic surgeon. Surround¬ 
ed by ominous imagery 
and a flash of lightning, 
this diabolical doctor 
goes to work. 

The film then

We see two kids playing 
in the background, while an inno¬ 
cent looking woman with a picnic 
basket appears in the foreground. 
A name tag on her chest reads “Al¬ 
tria,” and two scars on her face - 
as well as a deep-throated, evil 
laugh - clue the viewer into the 
true nature and intentions of this 
person. 

Now I’m sure that when the 
folks at Free-Range Graphics - a 
company that also works for such 
fine causes as Greenpeace and 
Amnesty International - sat down 
and planned out this advertise¬ 
ment, the thought that they might 
harm transgendered people was 
not on their mind. Nor do I sus¬ 
pect that people at the National 
Center for Tobacco-Free Kids were 
considering who might be trou¬ 
bled by their choice of messages. 

I don’t think they thought at 
all. 

I’m not without a good eye for 
advertising. I am a Web designer, 
and studied graphic design and 
advertising in my college days.

I simply dis¬ 
agree with its way 
of presenting this 
message. By cast¬ 
ing Philip Morris 
as the recipient of a 
back-door sex 
change, they 
equate transgen- 
derism with decep¬ 
tion. 

They are not 
the first people to 
do this, of course. The media is 
rife with themes of transgendered 
people being out to deceive oth¬ 
ers. It happens nearly every 
day on Jerry Springer or 
Maury Povitch. Movies 
such as Some Like It Hot, 
Tootsie, Mrs. Doubtfire, 
One of the Boys, The Bird¬ 
cage, and the recently-re- 
leased Sorority 
Boys thrive on 
the deception 
angle. In fact, I 
would dare say that there is no 
single thought equated more with 
transgender media representa¬ 
tions than that of deception. 

I look at shows like Jerry 
Springer, or movies like Sorority 
Boys, and can shrug, knowing that 
these fine institutions are only 
looking for a cheap buck, pander¬ 
ing to the lowest common denom¬ 
inator and coming up with the 
cheapest, easiest “funny” that they 
can conceive. It is not that I excuse 
them, no, but that I have come to 
expect such shoddy materials from 
these depths of the media. 

I don’t expect it from an orga¬ 
nization that is supposedly dedi¬ 
cated to protecting our youth 
from the dangers of our modern 
corporate society. In presenting its 
message on the backs of transgen¬ 
dered people, the organization has 
proven itself to be little better than 
those it accuses. 

The idea that under the skin of 
a transsexual lurks the black heart 
of some dark corporate scheme - 
while certainly an extreme - is the 
sort of message that can stick with 
people. 

Show this message enough, 
and it becomes accepted as some 
form of twisted truth, much like 
stereotypes of greedy Jews - or 
murderous homosexuals - per¬ 
meated the media of decades past. 
Perhaps the surgically-enhanced 
“Altria” is little more than the 
“Frito Bandito” for this modern 
world. 



I can only hope that the “Marl¬ 
boro Tranny” goes the same way 
as the “Frito Bandito,” falling into 
well-deserved obscurity. 

It is also not like those of us in 
the transgender community 
haven’t done our own part in per¬ 
petuating this belief. The concept 
of “passing” in the transgender 
community - of being seen as 
something other than a transgen¬ 
dered person - only seems to fur¬ 
ther us being seen as deceptive. 

I can’t point all the fingers 
without displaying my own skele¬ 
tons. I’ve spent some of my own 
time in that same closet, keeping 
my transgender history a dirty lit¬ 
tle secret from employers and oth¬ 
ers. My life now does not demand 
that I hide my past, and I am glad 
of it. It is because of my history, 
however, that I cannot fully fault 
those who do need to use some 
artifice to gain employment, or se¬ 
cure housing, or do whatever it 
takes to live their lives as full and 
happy human beings. I do hope, 
though, that as society moves for¬ 
ward, hiding our histories and try¬ 
ing to fit into society’s rigid boxes 
will become as dated as the Edsel. 

But those changes do not hap¬ 
pen without a shift in the way the 
media opts to show the transgen¬ 
dered. Perhaps it is necessary for 
those in the media to reevaluate 
these presentations, and see how 
they might cause harm. 

I cannot think of a better place 
for that to start than with the Na¬ 
tional Center for Tobacco-Free 
Kids, and I hope leaders of the 
group will realize that while trying 
to save children from cigarettes, 
they may have harmed a whole 
other group of people. ▼

help people to start thinking in a 
different way in regard to HIV and 
substance abuse and sexuality.” 

Young’s organization is spear¬ 
heading both of the marketing 
campaigns. The first is entitled 
Building Bridges and will try to 
link providers of HIV prevention 
and substance abuse prevention 
within the African American com¬ 
munity. The Center for Substance 
Abuse Prevention awarded a 
$100,000 one-year planning grant 
to develop the campaign. 

“Here is the deal: it is obvious 
when folks are getting high or abus¬ 
ing substances, whether alcohol or 
drugs, your defenses go down and 
you are not thinking clearly,” ex¬ 
plained Frazier, president of the San 


Francisco Association of Drug and 
Alcohol Program Contractors. 
“Whatever level of safe behavior 
you exhibited when not under the 
influence, when your defense goes 
down you are more than likely not 
going to practice safe sex.” 

The second campaign for black 
MSM is being developed in col¬ 
laboration with Promotions West, 
a local public relations and mar¬ 
keting firm. DPH, the Center for 
AIDS Prevention Studies/ and 
Bristol-Myers are funding the 
campaign, with $190,000 ear¬ 
marked for radio spots and bus 
shelter advertisements that will 
appear this summer. 

“Something needs to happen to 
get the message out. It has to come 
from within the community,” said 
Frazier, who also is a co-chair of 
the HIV Health Services Planning 
Council. “There has to be an inter¬ 


nal explosion of information with¬ 
in the community to help people 
look at this issue differently. In 
turn they will get tested and start 
taking better care of themselves.” 

For each campaign, Young and 
Mikael Wagner, owner of Promo¬ 
tions West, are turning to various 
segments of the African American 
community to help develop and 
produce the messages to be used. 

“These two projects provide an 
opportunity for broad communi¬ 
ties to participate in the develop¬ 
ment of HIV prevention mes¬ 
sages,” said Young. “Through in¬ 
volving those communities where 
ads and media messages will be 
displayed, we have a better oppor¬ 
tunity to increase awareness, test¬ 
ing and use of services.”

O nly weeks ago, many Cali¬ 
fornia Republican leaders 
felt that with former Los 
Angeles Mayor Richard Riordan 

at the head of the ticket, they 
would not only take back the gov¬ 
ernor’s office, but had hopes that 
they likely would pick up at least 
a couple of the other state consti¬ 
tutional offices as well. 

Apparently, much of that opti¬ 
mism has now changed. With the 
come-from-behind victory of 
William E. Simon, a conservative 
transplanted New Yorker, over Ri¬ 
ordan on March 5, most political 
prognosticators now feel that the 
November general election in Cali¬ 
fornia is Gray Davis’s to lose. 
Davis, the incumbent Democratic 
governor, has suddenly, in the 
minds of many political analysts, 
become the favorite to win 
re-election this year, very 
possibly taking with him 
to victory a full slate of 
Democratic state consti¬ 
tutional officers as well. 

Davis, with incum¬ 
bency always being a 
bit of an edge 
to begin with, 
is better- 
known than his 
Republican opponent; true, in 
Davis’s case, being well-known 
does not mean he is necessarily 
better liked. That said, however, 
Riordan, a moderate Republican 
who was twice elected mayor of 
heavily Democratic Los Angeles, 
would surely have been a much 
stronger opponent for Davis than 
the conservative, pro-life, pro¬ 
gun, anti-gay (reportedly, anyway) 
Simon, and thus, Davis, consid¬ 
ered a question for re-election 
only a few weeks ago, finds him¬ 
self a definite favorite to win an¬ 
other four years in Sacramento. 

Defeating Simon will not be 
easy for Davis; he has made mis¬ 
takes, is disliked for one reason or 
another by many Californians, 
and will not win by the landslide 
he enjoyed over Dan Lungren 
four years ago. True, it’s a long 
time from April to November in 
politics (just ask Riordan) but if I 
were to bet, I’d bet that Davis and 
Company wins over the ultra¬ 
conservative Simon and his ticket 
in the fall general election. 

Cruz Bustamante, the incum¬ 
bent lieutenant governor, is clearly 
an early favorite to defeat his GOP 
challenger, Bruce McPherson, a 
moderate state senator from Santa 
Cruz. Although McPherson’s pro- 
choice, gun-control views make him 
one of the more moderate Republi¬ 
cans in the Legislature, he endorsed 
Riordan in the primary and there 
are those in the Simon campaign 
said to be, at best, “lukewarm” to 
McPherson in the number two slot. 

Democratic Attorney General 
Bill Lockyer, with wide name 
recognition and nearly $5 million 
in his campaign- account, is clearly 
favored to win re-election rnfer his 
Republican opponent, Dick Ack¬ 
erman, a conservative state senator 
from Fullerton in Orange County. 

San Francisco Assemblyman 
Kevin Shelley, the Assembly’s 
majority leader, beat out two well- 
known political names - March 
Fong Eu and Michela Alioto - 
to win the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for the vacated secretary of 
state seat. Shelley goes into the 
November election with strong

backing from labor unions, and 
the endorsements of both U.S. 
Senators Dianne Feinstein and 
Barbara Boxer. He enjoys a deep 
source of campaign cash* and will 
face businessman Keith Olberg, 
a former assemblyman 
who has not held of¬ 
fice for several years. I 
asked several political 
activists at a well-at¬ 
tended political 
gathering last week 
who Shelley’s Republi¬ 
can opponent was and 
not one of 
them could 

_ tell me. Keith 

Olberg? The 
guy is a definite underdog and 
California’s next secretary of state 
will be from San Francisco. 

Phil Angelides, a former 
Sacramento businessman and the 
incumbent state treasurer, also 
faces a relative political unknown, 
Greg Conlon, a former president 
of the state Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission; the incumbent Democ¬ 
rat should win that one easily. 

In the contest for state Con¬ 
troller where the incumbent is 
termed out, Democrat Steve 
Westly, a party activist and for¬ 
mer eBay executive, is favored to 
win over his GOP opponent, Tom 
McClintock, a legislator with a 
relatively well-known name, but a 
reputation as being so far-right on 
issues like gay rights, abortion, 
and gun-control that he has little 
chance against the well-financed, 
personable Westly. 

In the race for state insurance 
commissioner, John Garamendi, 
who was the first elected insur¬ 
ance commissioner, is trying for 
another stint at the job and faces 
Republican Gary Mendoza, a for¬ 
mer state commissioner. Gara¬ 
mendi has a well-known political 
name, is well-financed, and is 
heavily favored to win the job he 
held several years ago. 

Even in the nonpartisan race 
for state superintendent of public 
instruction, Democratic state Sen¬ 
ator Jack O’Connell of San Luis 
Obispo, who is endorsed by the 
powerful California Teachers As¬ 
sociation, one of the state’s largest 
political contributors, is favored 
over his opponent, Katherine H. 
Smith, a Republican member of 
the Anaheim school board.

between Simon managers and 
Gerald Parsky, President G.W. 
Bush’s top political operative in 
California (both Parsky and Bush 
strongly supported Riordan in the 
primary), and even many state Re¬ 
publican leaders will privately 
concede that their party needs a 
long shot, uphill win by Simon 


over Davis to avoid a complete 
Democratic statewide sweep.

More possible November su¬ 
pervisorial candidates: Be van 
Dufty, Shawn O’Hearn, Wade 
Crowfoot, and Eileen Hansen in 

District 8; Janet Reilly against Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom in Dis¬ 
trict 2; Linda Richardson against 
Supervisor Sophie Maxwell in 
District 10; Andrew Lee, Fiona 
Ma, Ron Dudum in District 4. 

Leland Yee, the current supe 
in District 4 and Mark Leno, the 
supe in District 8, are headed to 
the Assembly and the buzz around 
town is that with his strong 
fundraising and coalition building 
talents, Leno is expected to ably 
follow the Sacramento leadership 
track laid by other San Francis¬ 
cans like Willie Brown, John 
Burton, Carole Migden, and 
Kevin Shelley; “Speaker” Leno 
sounds pretty good, doesn’t it? 

Could Berkeley be run by a gay 
man? Rumors are already flying that 
out City Council member Kriss 
Worthington from Berkeley’s pro¬ 
gressive camp will run against mod¬ 
erate Shirley Dean as she seeks an 
unprecedented third term as mayor. 
While he is already been talked up 
as a likely candidate, Worthington 
says he is not in the running. At least 
not yet. Instead, he said the progres¬ 
sives are trying to convince either 
termed-out District 14 Assembly¬ 
woman Dion Aroner (D-Berkeley) 
or former District 14 Assemblyman 
Tom Bates, now a University of 
California at Berkeley professor, to 
knock out Dean. And if the two de¬ 
cline the overtures? “If I am the best 
one to win, I am open to that possi¬ 
bility,” said Worthington, who last 
fall dropped out of the 14th District 
Assembly race to make way for for¬ 
mer Berkeley Mayor Loni Hancock 
to enter the race. Hancock trumped 
her opponent during the March 
primary. No matter who ends up 
filing the paperwork to take on 
Dean, Worthington said the pro¬ 
gressives need to rally behind one 
powerful candidate in order to take 
back City Hall. “I think the most 
important thing is to not repeat the 
stupid mistakes of the last [may- 
oral] election where the progres¬ 
sives ran multiple candidates and 
split the vote. That is the reason why 
we got Shirley as mayor last time,” 
noted Worthington. Even if Wor¬ 
thington does not enter into the 
mayor’s race, he will be on the bal¬ 
lot in November: he is up for re- 
election to his council seat. 

“The case over and over again 
is that the Republicans haven’t de¬ 
livered; they only call us when they 
need us; the Republicans can reach 
out to us again now but it is a little 
late,” former NBA great Earvin 
“Magic” Johnson said last week 
in L.A. during a press conference 
announcing his endorsement of 
Governor Gray Davis for re-elec¬ 
tion; Johnson, a longtime resident 
of Los Angeles, also said he is “se¬ 
riously” considering a run for 
mayor of that city, possibly as soon 
as the next election.

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The mistake oflGLBT’

E very movement struggles 
with the desire for the ideal 
and the need for the practi¬ 
cal. A column I recently wrote ad¬ 
dressed the fallacies in the argu¬ 
ment that the gay civil rights 
movement must include protec¬ 
tion for gender identity in gay civil 
rights laws because gays “owe” 
transgender activists some debt 
for drag queens’ participation in 
Stonewall. I made three points: (1) 
the importance of Stonewall has 
been exaggerated; (2) the impor¬ 


tance Of drag queens to Stonewall j 
has been exaggerated^ and (3) j 
even if I am wrong about 4l 
and #2, that doesn’t mean we 
must include transgenders 
in gay civil rights laws, 
since there are numer¬ 
ous considerations of 
practical politics here. 

Most replies to that col¬ 
umn, as usually hap¬ 
pens when one writes 
critically about the 
“T” in “GLBT,” con¬ 
sisted of name-calling.

These responses 
argued that there is a close 
connection between gay and 
transgender issues 
that ought not be ig¬ 
nored by gay civil 
rights laws.

Dear Colleague, 

Hi. As you may know, HIV-providers are the most frequent physicians 
in San Francisco to report cases of syphilis. The rate of syphilis cases in gay 
men and men who have sex with men in San Francisco continues to 
increase. In 2000 there were 52 cases which increased to 153 in 2001. A 
recent CDC study demonstrated that the rate of syphilis in HIV-infected 
men in San Francisco was about 1864 per 100,000 per year, a very high rate 
warranting increased screening and prevention efforts. 

Syphilis infection in HIV-infected patients can increase the viral 
load, increase the transmissibility of HIV and can be more difficult to 
treat. Among those not infected with HIV, syphilis can increase the 
likelihood of acquiring HIV and may be a marker of risk behavior for 
HIV acquistion. 

Please remember that persons with rash-like illnesses may have 
secondary syphilis. For this reason, I would suggest that you and your staff 
routinely obtain serum RPR or VDRLs on all patients presenting with a rash¬ 
like syndrome. 

We currently recommend TWICE ANNUAL syphilis screening in 
sexually active gay men and men who have sex with men. We will be 
informing the community that this is our recommended standard for 
syphilis screening and hope that you and your colleagues will support our 
efforts to reduce the continued transmission of syphilis in San Francisco. 
Thank you.

of gender identity in gay civil 
rights laws. First, is inclusion war¬ 
ranted as a matter of principle?

On the first question, I am not 
convinced that gay and transgen¬ 
der issues are so connected that 
principle dictates they be dealt 
with together in all legislation. 
The standard argument from 
principle seems to be that gay is¬ 
sues are a subset of all gender is¬ 
sues because gays, by having 
same-sex mates, transgress tradi¬ 
tional gender/sex boundaries. 

There are many things to say 
about this argument, but let’s 
focus on one basic point. Since the 
beginning of the gay civil rights 
movement, there have been peo¬ 
ple trying to claim the cause is re¬ 
ally about something other than 
homosexuality. For some 1960s 
and 1970s activists, it was really 
about ending an unjust capitalist 
system, or supporting movements 
for national liberation, or ending 
racism, or eliminating poverty. 
For many (especially male) ac¬ 
tivists, it was really about sexual 
liberation generally, as if we were 
fighting for the right to fornicate 
in the streets or with children. 

I distrust claims that gay civil 
rights is really about something 
else (like poverty or gender). To 
me, such arguments seem like an¬ 
other way of erasing gay lives and 
concerns by subsuming them to 
some other cause favored by the 
advocate. 

Such arguments are also re¬ 
ductionist: they reduce the gay ex¬ 
perience to one aspect of life. Take 
the issue of our supposed “gender 
transgression.” Many gay people 
see themselves in gender-con- 
forming terms and seek gender- 
conforming traits in their mates. 
Is this in itself wrong? I don’t 
think so, any more than it’s wrong 
to prefer tall lovers to short ones 
or brown-haired ones to blondes. 
Does having a same-sex mate 
transgress traditional gender ex¬ 
pectations? Of course, but this 
singular act of rebellion does not 
make a gender revolution of the 
type transgender activists seek. 

On the second, practical issue, 
even if I were convinced that as a 
matter of principle gay and trans¬ 
gender issues are linked, I would still 
hesitate before adding “gender iden¬ 
tity” to gay civil rights legislation. 

As a legislator, I might person¬ 
ally support protecting transgen¬ 
ders from much private discrimi¬ 
nation. But unfortunately, very 
few of my fellow legislators (in 
most places) would share my 
view. I could, of course, take the 
time and effort to explain it to 
them, but that period of educa¬ 
tion might add years to the final 
passage of my gay civil rights law. 
In the meantime, gay people will 
continue to face discrimination. 

Not every law has to address 
every problem. Progress means 
that you get what you can while 
you can get it. Then, when you can 
get more, you do so. Progress 
comes by degrees, not (usually) by 
revolutions. The black civil rights 
movement did not fight to protect 
people from age discrimination. 
Was that ageist? 

In almost every jurisdiction in 
the country where both gays and 
transgenders are protected, the 
protection for gays preceded the 
protection of transgenders by 
many years. This gap allowed peo¬ 
ple an opportunity to see that the 
world didn’t end by protecting 
gays and that taking the addition¬ 
al incremental step of protecting

Leather Leadership 
conference next week

T he sixth annual Leather 
Leadership Conference 
comes to our own backyard 
this year, taking place April 12-14 
in Los Angeles. 

The theme of this year’s con¬ 
ference, co-chaired by Olga Cox, 
Carlos Populus, and George 
Wong, is “Trust, Honor, Respect: 
Creating Community Through 
Diversity.” 

The aims of LLC include devel¬ 
oping leadership skills, enhancing 
the effectiveness of individuals 
and groups within the leather 
community, and fostering a sense 
of unity and understanding 
among leather, BDSM, and relat¬ 
ed groups. A more controversial 
goal is the promulgation of com¬ 
munity policy. Past conferences 
have produced policy statements 
on “The Difference Between SM 
and Abuse” and “BDSM Educa¬ 
tion.” 

Unlike the many leather con¬ 
ferences that revolve around title 
contests, dungeon parties, and 
workshops on SM technique, LLC 
focuses on developing practical 
skills in areas such as organiza¬ 
tion, outreach, and activism. 

The first LLC, held in New 
York City in 1997, was inspired by 
the National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force’s Creating Change confer¬ 
ence. Last year’s LLC, which drew 
over 200 attendees, took place in 
Chicago; the last West Coast LLC 
was held in San Francisco in 1999. 
This year’s conference is ex¬ 


pected to bring together educa¬ 
tors, academics, authors, ac¬ 
tivists, and others from across 
the country. The pansexual con¬ 
ference is open to participants of 
all genders and sexual orienta¬ 
tions. 

Presentations will cover a 
broad range of topics organized 
into six tracks: personal and social 
skills (e.g., communication, deal¬ 
ing with conflict), organizational 
management (e.g., starting a 
group, event planning), outreach 
(e.g., attracting and retaining 
members), community issues 
(e.g., diversity and inclusion, 
leather history), activism (e.g., 
avoiding legal problems), and 
public relations (e.g., dealing with 
the media, law enforcement, and 
health professionals). The confer¬ 
ence will include workshops, 
panel discussions, and (just like 
big professional conferences) a 
poster session. 

This year’s keynote speaker is 
Brian Dawson, International Mr. 
Drummer 1989 and a member of 
Los Angeles’ Avatar Club. 

Conference organizers promise 
that attendees will leave LLC “in¬ 
spired to make a difference in your 
community, and with the knowl¬ 
edge, tools and contacts you need

transgenders also wouldn’t cause 
it to end. This |Jace>may be. unsat¬ 
isfying but it’s preferable tdrwait- 
ing for a perfectly inclusive law 
that may never come. 

I suppose one could respond 
that there is a very practical con¬ 
cern for gays involved here: if gen¬ 
der expression is not protected by 
law some gays will face discrimi¬ 
nation for their gender presenta¬ 
tion (butch women, effeminate 
men) rather than for their sexual 
orientation (gay) and yet will not 
be protected by the law. 


This scenario is theoretically 
possible, but is not very likely. Al¬ 
most any gay person subjected to 
discrimination for being gender 
variant will have been subjected to 
explicitly anti-gay abuse and thus 
frg ll have some legal recourse 
ttndePa law that protects sexual 
orientation but excludes gender 
identity. I certainly would not 
hold up the passage of a gay civil 
rights law to reach extraordinary 
cases. 

We need to begin a reasoned, 
substantive, open discussion of 
these issues. The inclusiveness of 
“GLBT” might make us feel good, 
but it shouldn’t become a talis- 
manic barrier to progress. ▼

Bush names NIH 

jeon 

general nominees

P resident George W. Bush in¬ 
troduced his nominees for 
the key health positions of 
director of the National Institutes 
of Health and surgeon general at 
a White House news conference 
on March 26. Neither man was 
widely known but both embody 
variations of an American success 
story and likely are headed for 
easy confirmation by the Senate. 

Elias A. Zerhouni, 50, was cho¬ 
sen to lead the NIH, confirming a 
trial balloon that had been floated 
last month. He and his wife were 
born and raised in Algeria, com¬ 
ing to the U.S. in 1975 for his 
medical residence in radiology at 
Johns Hopkins University. He 
taught for four years at Eastern 
Virginia Medical School before re¬ 
turning to Hopkins in 1985, ad¬ 
vancing through the system to be¬ 
come executive vice dean of the 
School of Medicine in 1997. 

Zerhouni developed innova¬ 
tive ways of using magnetic reso¬ 
nance imaging (MRI) technology 
to get a better sense of living tis¬ 
sue, such as the heart and blood 
vessels, without using invasive 
procedures. Colleagues have 
praised him for an entrepreneur-

ial spirit and superb managerial 
skills in forging consensus among 
often-competitive researchers. 

Many previous NIH directors 
have come from within the 
agency. But the nature of the job 
has changed dramatically with a 
doubling of the NIH budget over 
the last five years. The proposed 
budget for the next fiscal year is 
$27 billion. Zerhouni’s skills as an 
administrator are likely to be his 
most important asset. 

The position has been vacant 
for more than two years, since 
Harold Varmus departed in De¬ 
cember 1999. Former President 
Bill Clinton did not fill the posi¬ 
tion during the remaining year of 
his term. 

Bush’s efforts have been 
dogged by controversy surround¬ 
ing policy on stem cell research 
that some have tied to the hot but¬ 
ton topic of abortion. Few candi¬ 
dates wanted to consider the NIH 
position before the president ar¬ 
ticulated his stem cell policy last 
August. Then came the terrorist 
attacks of September that drew at¬ 
tention elsewhere. 

Zerhouni may face some tough 
questioning on abortion and stem 
cell research in his confirmation 
hearings. But the White House has 
assured people on both sides of 
the question that he supports the 
administration’s policy. 

Anthony Fauci, director of the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, had been ru¬ 
mored to have the inside track to 
step up to lead all of NIH. But 
those same rumors had him in¬ 
sisting on keeping time for re¬ 
search in his lab and possibly even 
the title of director at NIAID as 
conditions for accepting the posi¬ 
tion. That led some observers to 
speculate that Fauci really did not 
want the promotion and was 
erecting barriers to it. 

Surgeon general 

Tucson physician Richard H. 
Carmona is the surprise nominee 
for surgeon general, the nation’s 
leading health educator. His re¬ 
sume is packed with awe-inspiring 
experiences, one of which even 
became a made-for-TV movie. 

Carmona, 52, was born and 
raised in Spanish Harlem, a self- 
described “poor street kid” of al¬ 
coholic parents. He dropped .out 
of high schopl and entered the 
-*^rmy, eventually becoming a 
"Green Beret and a medic. He 
earned two Purple Hearts during 
service in Vietnam. 

He later attended medical 
school at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco, graduating at 
the top of his class in 1979, and 
stayed through 1985 for an intern¬ 
ship and residency in general 
surgery. He was at the epicenter of 


the AIDS epidemic when it first hit. 

Carmona picked up a master’s 
in public health at the University of 
Arizona and has taught surgery, 
public health, and community 
medicine at its medical school, even 
while directing trauma and hospital 
services for several different orga¬ 
nizations in Tucson. He also devel¬ 
oped expertise in bioterrorism. 

But Carmona is perhaps best 
known locally for his service on 
the SWAT team of the Pima 
County Sheriff’s Department. In 
1992 he dangled out of a heli¬ 
copter to rescue a man stranded 
on a cliff, which led to the TV 
movie. In 1999 he came upon a 
man assaulting a woman at an in¬ 
tersection. The man began shoot¬ 
ing and one bullet grazed Car¬ 
mona’s scalp. He returned fire, 
killing the man. 

At last week’s White House cere¬ 
mony, the president charged Car¬ 
mona with three priority tasks: to 
educate and prepare the Public 
Health Service and the American 
public for the threat of bioterrorism; 
promotion of good health through 
diet and exercise; and the reduction 
of alcohol and drug abuse. 

Representative Jim Kolbe, the 
openly gay Republican who repre¬ 
sents Tucson in Congress, pushed 
for Carmona’s appointment. “He’s 
obviously a controversial figure in 
our community,” Kolbe told the 
Arizona Daily Star, “but I think 
he’s uniquely qualified to be our 
chief spokesman on health care is¬ 
sues at a moment were we’re fo¬ 
cused on biological and possible 
terrorist attacks.” 

President Clinton fired his first 
surgeon general, Joycelyn Elders, 
for speaking frankly in response to 
a question about masturbation in 
the context of HIV prevention. 
The post was vacant for more than 
two years before David Satcher 
took over. Satcher retired from 
government service in February 
upon completion of his four-year 
appointment to that position. 

Reactions 

Gay and AIDS advocates had 
muted reactions to the nominees, 
generally knowing little more 
about them than what they read 
in media accounts. 

David Smith, spokesman for 
the Human Rights Campaign, 
said that neither nominee appears 
to have a public record on gay or 
AIDS issues. HRC staff are calling 
around to local contacts but so far 
have seen no red flags. Smith said 
he hopes that the Senate will ex¬ 
plore these issues during the con¬ 
firmation process. 

“I’m relieved that they are fi¬ 
nally going to have somebody 
over there” at NIH, said Terje An¬ 
derson, executive director of the 
National Association of People 
With AIQS. Health advocates have 
been' concerned that senior posi¬ 
tions at NIH and the Food and 
Drug Administration have been 
vacant for so long. 

Anderson was encouraged that 
the nominees appear to be “de¬ 
cent, competent people.” 

“Now there is a chance of re¬ 
cruiting” to fill six vacant institute 
directorships at NIH and other 
key slots, such as head of the Of¬ 
fice of AIDS Research, Anderson 
added. T

[Editors note: Robert Noel and 
Marjorie Knoller will be sentenced 
May 10 in San Francisco Superior 
Court. Noel faces a four-year prison 
term after being convicted on 
March 21 of involuntary 
manslaughter in the death of Diane 
Whipple. Knoller was found guilty 
of second-degree murder and invol¬ 
untary manslaughter and faces a 
potential sentence of 15-years-to- 
life. The couple was also convicted 
of keeping a mischievous animal 
that killed a person. 

Noel spoke to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter on March 26, just two hours 
after he returned from Los Angeles 
where the trial was moved. As the 
B.A.R. reported last week, Noel 
blames the guilty verdicts in large 
part on the prosecution unfairly 
linking him and his wife to the 
Aryan Brotherhood prison gang. 
The couple’s adopted son, Paul 
Schneider, is a member of the gang. 

This week, more from that in¬ 
terview. ] 

W hen told that he and 
Marjorie Knoller were so 
disliked by jurors that 
some suggested that Knoller may 
have sicced the dogs on Diane 
Whipple, Robert Noel responded: 
“Marjorie certainly isn’t that type 
of person. As a matter of fact I 
would seriously doubt if Bane or 
Hera [the dogs involved in the at¬ 
tack] would respond to any ‘Sic 
’em girl.’ Because that was just 
‘ something that was not in their 
training.” 

Noel recounted an incident 
that he testified about during the 
grand jury hearing that eventual¬ 
ly resulted in indictments against 
him and Knoller. He said he was 
walking Bane early one morning 
and caught a street person rum¬ 
maging through a bakery delivery 
to a business owned by two of his 
friends. Although Noel angrily or¬ 
dered the street person to get away 
from the delivery, Bane continued 
to wag his tail and act very friend¬ 
ly toward the man despite Noel’s 
obvious animosity toward him. 

A lot was made during the trial 
of letters Noel wrote in which he 
appeared to express little sympa¬ 
thy for Whipple’s death and in 
some cases, referred to people as 
“assholes.” 

“I’m too much of a curmud¬ 
geon to pull any punches ” he ex¬ 
plained. “I’ve used the term ass¬ 
hole to describe myself on any

that Whipple would be alive if she 
had filed a complaint about the 
dogs if she believed they were 
dangerous. 

Noel said he took issue with 
Smith testifying about her reason 
for not filing a complaint about 
his dogs. 

“She said she didn’t want any¬ 
thing to do with ‘those people,’ 
meaning us, and I couldn’t figure 
out for the life of me why. What 
did we ever do to her before? I 
couldn’t imagine anything that 
would cause a statement like that.” 

Several jurors said they were 
strongly influenced by the Good 
Morning America interview that 
prosecutors played in court. In the 
broadcast, Noel and Knoller ex¬ 
pressed no sympathy for Whip¬ 
ple’s partner or her family. 

“I have some questions about 
that GMA interview,” said Noel. “I 
don’t think it was a complete in¬ 
terview. Our first remarks were of 
sympathy and sorrow for Diane 


and her family and friends and 
that was not on the tape they 
played for the jury.” 

Noel said he wasn’t certain if 
the tape was edited for broadcast 
on the West Coast. He said the 
section of the interview in which 
they expressed sympathy for 
Whipple’s friends and relatives 
may have been part of a taped in¬ 
terview he did at the same time for 
an ABC primetime news pro¬ 
gram. 

Besides the association with 
the Aryan Brotherhood, Noel 
hinted of other grounds for ap¬ 
peal. He said at least two of the 
witnesses against him described 
run-ins with the dogs while they 
were with him or his wife during a 
time period when the couple was 
400 miles from home. 

Overall, Noel said he is confi¬ 
dent of his chances for appeal. 

“There’s still a lot to be fought 
about and it ain’t over yet and the 
fat lady hasn’t sung yet,” he said. ▼ 


number of occasions and I don’t 
make any apologies for any of the 
stuff I’ve said in the letters that 
came in.... I don’t know if there’s 
anyone in the world who could 
withstand that treatment. Other¬ 
wise everyone in their private let¬ 
ters would write ‘Dear Jane, See 
Spot. See Spot run. Sincerely.’” 

The prosecution made an issue 
of Noel writing a letter to Schnei¬ 
der to inform him of the deadly 
attack on Whipple. Noel began the 
letter: “There’s no easy way to ease 
into this, Bane is dead, as is our 
neighbor.” Noel said that excerpt 
was misinterpreted to imply he 
cared more about dogs than peo¬ 
ple. 

“Because Paul [Schneider] and 
[his cellmate] Dale [Bretches] 
know who Bane is, I start with 
Bane and that becomes my prefer¬ 
ring dogs or my somehow or an¬ 
other valuing dogs over people.... 
Starting that letter is the hardest 
thing I’ve ever done to that point 
in my life. 

“I’m not going to make any 
apologies for being relieved that 
Marjorie came out of that alive,” 
he added. 

When asked about the flam¬ 
boyant style of Knoller’s attorney, 
Nedra Ruiz, including her getting 
down on all fours to illustrate 
Knoller heroically trying to save 
Whipple, Noel responded: “Some¬ 
times you have to be dramatic. I 
don’t want to second-guess her or 
what she had in mind. I’m trying 


to think if I’ve ever gotten down 
on the floor and I think I have 
once or twice to illustrate a point. 
But that’s something that will have 
to be dealt with in the appeals 
process.” 

Noel declined to comment on 
Ruiz’s strategy of suggesting that 
prosecutors were trying to “curry 
favor” with the gay community. 
He also declined to comment on 
Ruiz’s question to Whipple’s part¬ 
ner Sharon Smith that suggested

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Guerrilla Queer Bar meets the BBC

T he lens of the television 
camera pokes through a 
hole in the bathroom door. 
Inside, Jim DeVinny has his patent 
pump-shod foot up on the toilet 
seat. Tall, blond, and skinny, he’s 
wearing tight black schoolboy 
shorts, a white shirt, tie, and a blue 
blazer. He’s sticking a cross of 
Band-Aids on his bare knee to 
complete what he calls his “British 
School-Boy Look.” 

“I like the accent. British is sexy,” 
DeVinny said. Outside the door, 
BBC director Oliver Clark, a crew 
of two cameramen and a sound 
man from London, an American 
host, and four other organizers of 
Guerrilla Queer Bar are pacing in 
the hall and kitchen of DeVinny’s 
Mission-district flat, drinking beer 
and getting ready go out on what 
will be the twenty-something out¬ 
ing for the now nearly two-year-old 
San Francisco bar crawl. 

But tonight, March 28, is differ¬ 
ent. The about once-a-month 


event is getting its first internation¬ 
al media attention, on BBC-TV. 

The BBC is here to film a seg¬ 
ment for a That Gay Show , part of 
the network’s digital TV offering. 
Every episode of the weekly mag¬ 
azine show, aimed at gay men, fea¬ 
tures a six- or seven-minute “Let¬ 
ter from America.” American 
comic Scott Capurro is the host of 
the segment, called “Scott Free.” 

Standing in the kitchen, BBC 
researcher Simon Davis said, “It’s 
about gay life you wouldn’t find in 
the U.K.” A gay rodeo. A commit¬ 
ment ceremony. 

This isn’t the first media atten¬ 
tion Guerrilla Queer Bar has had, 
and after a cover story in the Bay 
Guardian and articles in most 
other local papers, its founders are 
practiced at explaining the con¬ 
cepts behind their invention. 

One of the group, Brian Mc¬ 
Connell, is, among other things, a 
telecommunications engineer. At 
the kitchen table, he’s souping up 
the amplifier of his MP3-playing 
bullhorn. “It needs to be louder,” 
he said, and periodically tests it, 


blasting “God Save the Queen” as 
the BBC crew tries to catch some 
of the other organizers as they do 
their pre-going-out makeovers. 

“We were just bored,” said Mc¬ 
Connell of the inspiration for the 
queer bar crawl. “We could go to 
the Stud, Universe, or we could just 
sit around the house and jerk off.” 

Approximately once a month 
McConnell calls out the troops to 
descend on a normally straight 
bar - or several. The group’s e- 
mail list is up to about 2,500 peo¬ 
ple now he said, and the concept 
has been copied in 12 other cities 
around the world. Normally, 
about 150 to 200 turn out for the 
San Francisco version. 

“It’s taken off in a bunch of 
cities. They’ve been most active in 
Seattle and Austin,” McConnell 
said. “In other cities they’re more 
polite. But people here have a sort 
of fuck-you attitude. We just show 
up. There’s a sort of performance- 
art aspect.” 

For the participants, he said, “I 
see it more as venturing out. Lots 
of gay people limit themselves to 
gay neighborhoods. Having phys¬ 
ical places to go to is a good thing, 
but the Castro should be a lot bet¬ 
ter than it is. It’s a Muni stop for 
most people. 

“For a lot of younger people, 
being gay is just one aspect of 
their personality. They don’t need 
to live in a gay neighborhood. For 
a lot of my peers the gay culture is 
oppressive. It’s homogenized.” 

It’s now almost 8 p.m., the time 
the e-mail to the faithful said to 
meet at Zeitgeist, a Mission Dis¬ 
trict bar with a biker clientele. The

and a black eye, and another orga¬ 
nizer, Hunter Gatewood, whose 
makeover consisted of putting on 
a bowler hat. 

“The guys are going to come 
down. Cool. That’s lovely,” said 
Clark. 

Walking to the first bar, Gate- 
wood explains that the organizers, 
back in May 2000, spread the 
word about the first party by log¬ 
ging onto online gay sex chat 
rooms and giving out a link to the 
GQB Web site. That first crowd, 
about 60, according to Gatewood, 
was evenly divided between the 
organizers’ friends and guys from 
the chat rooms. 

“Yeah, it’s still pretty cruisy,” he 
said. 

About a block from Zeitgeist, 
the camera crew starts to merge 
with clumps of Guerrilla Queer 
Bar-goers, some dressed up for the 
occasion, some in street clothes. 

The group in front of the bar 
becomes a swirling mass of Union 
Jacks, hip-huggers, Beatle wigs, 
big sunglasses, and tight T-shirts. 

The camera crew films the or¬ 
ganizers going into the bar, and 
then rushes through the swinging 
doors themselves to get a shot of 
the boys ordering. Moments later 
they are back on the street, pursued 
by a bartender shaking her head. 

“You can’t film inside,” she 
said, shooing the crew onto the 
sidewalk. 

Director Clark appears mo¬ 
mentarily shaken. He’s come 
5,000 miles with a crew of four to 
film a bar crawl, and now he can’t 
get into the bar. 

Clark sends researcher Davis 
back in through the door. “Just 
try, and be very polite,” Clark said. 

One of the cameras is a hand¬ 
held, not much bigger than a 
home model. Clark and the sound 
man start pulling plugs out of the 
big camera. 

Davis re-emerges with the bar¬ 
tender. There’s a compromise. 
“Maybe you can bring your cam¬ 
era inside,” said the bartender, but 
they may not film. 

Inside, the few Zeitgeist regulars, 
bikers mainly, have banished them¬ 
selves to the back room and are 
playing pool. They are ignoring the 
GQBers up in the front five deep at 
the bar, trying to get a drink. 

“I always come with friends 
who are more aggressive,” said 
Ron Woloshun waving his empty 
hands. “But I have nothing. I 
shouldn’t talk.” 

“I think the gay scene in San 
Francisco is very stultified,” he 


said. “It’s a much more interesting 
group of men. It’s mobile. It’s not 
a gay ghetto. And it’s strength in 
numbers. I can’t imagine going to 
a place like this with one friend.” 

Then, about 45 minutes after 
they arrived, and because the Zeit¬ 
geist staff wouldn’t let the camera 
crew work, McConnell’s souped- 
up bullhorn blares, “Attention 
GQB people. We are leaving.” 

As the crowd swarms out, the 
cameraman strides, backwards, 
down the Valencia Street sidewalk, 
filming, with the camera on his 
shoulder, pointed back into the 
crowd, the controls clutched in his 
right hand, holding on to Davis 
with his left, relying on Davis to 
keep him from crashing into 
lampposts, parking meters and 
the crowd in front of him. 

“Who are all these folk?” asked 
one passerby as the mob rounded 
the corner of 16th Street headed, 
now, for Skylark which had, until 
tonight, been a down-at-the heels 
dot-com dance and dive bar a few 
doors from the Latin drag show 
venue, Esta Noche. 

A crowd builds on the sidewalk 
outside the now-packed Skylark, 
smoking, laughing. In the middle 
of it all is the BBC crew. DeVinny 
comes out. 

“They’ll let you film if you sign 
a release which says that it’s okay 
with everybody here,” he said. 

Director Clark, ever willing to 
declare success in the face of ad¬ 
versity, finally said, “We’re not 
going to get in a bar. I’ve sudden¬ 
ly realized that the bar is not the 
important thing.” 

So he stages a shot of the orga¬ 
nizers streaming out the front 
door of Esta Noche. 

The boys stream out of the 
doors and Capurro does his 
stand-up. 

“The bars in the neighborhood 
are packed with fags. Let’s go and 
check the rest of them,” he dead¬ 
pans into the camera. The camera¬ 
man steps back, aiming up to catch 
the neon sign in front of the bar. 

“Lovely, that worked brilliant¬ 
ly. This is just going to be so cool,” 
said Clark. “I think we’re done 
guys. 

“We’ve got all we need,” he ex¬ 
plained to DeVinny. “That little 
walk down Valencia, that was big¬ 
ger than some gay Pride marches 
in the UK.” 

It’s just before 10 p.m., and the 
BBC is gone. Inside Skylark, the 
bartender jumps up on the bar at 
the end of the room. “Welcome to 
Skylark!” he yells over the crowd. 
He introduces the DJ. A shirtless 
man is dancing on a banquette. 
“Thank you all for coming.” ▼ 
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Ron Hill 
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Fred Gardner, spokesman for the 
DA’s office. 

“Had the civil case actually

sage that it’s wrong to not take re¬ 
sponsibility and inform people of 
your HIV status,” he told reporters 
after the ruling was made public 
on Wednesday, March 27. 

But some AIDS advocates 
warned that assigning intent to 
HIV transmission often works 
against prevention efforts. 

“This case should illuminate 
that the process of disclosure is 
not easy, and that people who are 
negative have a responsibility in 
HIV prevention as well,” said 
Shana Krochmal, media manager 
for the Stop AIDS Project. “We 
continue to be concerned about 
anything that gives people disin¬ 
centives for HIV testing and dis¬ 
closure.” ▼

“I have been to the sex clubs.

The money represents 15 percent 
of PRC’s $1.2 million budget this 
year. 

Last month, the agency 
launched a major fundraising 
campaign and hired a part-time 
development consultant to help it 
raise money. The board is still 
looking to hire an interim execu¬ 
tive director who can help it chart 
a new financial course. 

“We are still on track looking 
for an experienced turnaround 
executive director,” said McKeev- 
er, who has been volunteering her 
time to fill the position. “I am not 
saying we have to turn around the 
agency, it is more that we need to 
set our course for the future.” 


The board hopes to find some¬ 
one by the end of April who 
would remain through the end of 
the year. Then a permanent exec¬ 
utive director would be hired for 
2003. The board also is trying to 
diversify its funding sources and 
apply for foundation money. 

“We want to diversify our 
funding more so we are not rely¬ 
ing on government funding,” said 
McKeever. 

For the time being, the board 
can now breathe a bit easier and 
focus more energy on its clients’ 
needs instead of its own. 

“We continue to be committed 
to serving the HIV community by 
providing benefits counseling and 
employment services in the most 
professional and comprehensive 
manner that we can,” said McK¬ 
eever. T

“The ad sounded very decent 
and open-minded, it appears to be 
fairly different from regular sex 
club or bath house activities ... 
more about sensual experience 
and bonding among males,” said 
one party participant, a 29-year- 
old Asian who has attended two 
parties so far. 

The first two parties, called 
Sticky Rice, catered to Asian guys 
who like other Asians. The third 
event was billed as a sensual slum¬ 
ber party, where guys brought 
sleeping bags and slept over Sat¬ 
urday night. 

The next two parties catered to 
a diverse crowd of guys, with the 
latest one the first to restrict par¬ 
ticipants to a certain age. This 
month, Mark intends to throw a 
party for men over 40. 

“A third of the guys have never 
been to a group sex party,” Mark 
said of the guys who attend his 
parties. “They are terrified of 
going to something like [a bare- 
back party] because of the ramifi¬ 
cations of it.”

NP he following is an occasion-

Dear AIDS Legal Referral Panel: 

My partner and I rent a flat in 
the city. Although loaded with Vic¬ 
torian charm, the apartment is not 
aging gracefully. The pipes under 
the kitchen sink are leaky. We have a 
bucket underneath the sink to col¬ 
lect the water, but it has gotten so 
bad that we have to empty the buck¬ 
et twice a day. I would try to re¬ 
place the pipes myself, 
but I'm sure if I took a 
wrench to them they 
would crumble away 
and the landlord 
would charge us for 
the damage. 

We also have a se¬ 
rious problem with 

mold. Last Hal- _ 

loween someone 
broke our bedroom window with a 
beer bottle. We taped plastic over 
the hole, but moisture still gets in 
and now mold has spread from the 
window along the walls of the bed¬ 
room. The smell is disgusting but 
the worst part of it is that the mold 
is affecting my health. Last month I 
had to be hospitalized for PCP 
(Pneumocystis carinii pneumonia) 
and my doctor told me that the 
mold may have further aggravated 
my lungs. 

I’m worried that we’ll have to 
move if these problems aren’t fixed. 
My partner and I are both on SSI 
and can’t afford these repairs. Any 
suggestions?

Dear Leaks: 

ALRP gets many calls from 
tenants whose apartments are in 
disrepair. Many tenants in the San 
Francisco Bay Area are housed in 
buildings that are more than 100 
years old, so problems with old 
plumbing, wiring, etc., are com¬ 
mon. While some of these prob¬ 
lems can be inconvenient like 
changing buckets under the leaky 
pipes, others, such as the mold in 
your bedroom, can be hazardous. 

Landlords are required to 
maintain residential rental prop¬ 
erty in a habitable condition. 

California Civil Code Section 
1941.1 sets out basic requirements 
that rental units are obligated to 
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meet in order .fp l|>e considered 
habitable. Some of these require¬ 
ments include:

• Waterproof and Weather-pro- j 
tected roof and exterior walls 

• Unbroken windows and doors 

• Plumbing and gas facilities 
maintained in good working 
order 

• Hot and cold running water 

• Sewage disposal 

• Working heaters 

• Electric lighting and wiring 
maintained in good condition 

• Common areas such as lobbies, 
hallways, yards, and stairways 

clean and free from accu¬ 
mulations of debris, 
filth, rubbish, garbage, 
rodents, and vermin 

• Trash receptacles 

• Floors, stairways, 
and railings main¬ 
tained in good 
condition 
• There are also 
other laws requiring 

landlords to provide smoke detec¬ 
tors and a working telephone jack. 

In addition to the California 
Civil Code, the California 
Supreme Court has ruled that in 
every lease, whether oral or writ¬ 
ten, there is an “implied warranty 
of habitability.” This warranty of 
habitability means that your land¬ 
lord has to provide you with 
housing that substantially com¬ 
plies with local building and 
health codes. 

How can I get 
the repairs made? 

The first step in correcting a 
habitability problem is to alert 
your landlord in writing. Tell your 
landlord that it is in his or her in¬ 
terest to correct the problem 
swiftly since the leak could dam¬ 
age the floors in your unit and the 
ceiling of the unit below you. You 
can mention the additional ex¬ 
pense of all of that wasted water 
on the water bill. As for the mold, 
explain that it poses a serious 
health hazard and that it must be 
corrected as soon as possible. You 
can also mention that state law re¬ 
quires the landlord to make these 
repairs. Keep copies of any letters 
you send to your landlord as proof 
that the landlord had notice of the 
problems. 

If your landlord does not re¬ 
spond within a reasonable 
amount of time, there are other 


options. You can call the local 
building inspector to make an in¬ 
spection of your unit and cite the 
landlord^ ^ere.arje violations. 

There are risks, however, in 
calliri^’fire btiilding inspector, es¬ 
pecially if you live iri ah illegal 
unit. If your unit is illegal, the 
landlord may be cited and have to 
shut the unit down - which means 
you would be forced to vacate, so 
always make sure you are not liv¬ 
ing in an illegal unit before calling 
for an inspection. 

Another remedy is to file a pe¬ 
tition for decrease in services with 
the San Francisco Rent Arbitra¬ 
tion and Stabilization Board. The 
rent board is located at 25 Van 
Ness Avenue, and its Web site, 
www.ci.sf.ca.us/rentboard/index.h 
tm has lots of information of in¬ 
terest to renters in San Francisco. 

The Community Board Pro¬ 
gram is another great resource. 
They will set up a mediation be¬ 
tween you and your landlord and 
try to work out a solution that is 
acceptable to all parties. They can 
be reached at (415) 920-3820. 
Help can also be found at the 
Housing Rights Committee at 
(415) 703-8644, the San Francisco 
Tenants’Union at (415) 282-6622, 
and St. Peter’s Housing Commit¬ 
tee at (415) 487-9203. 

If none of the above strategies 
work, you should seek legal advice 
from a qualified legal service 
provider (such as ALRP) to ad¬ 
dress the situation. 

Since 1983, ALRP has provid¬ 
ed free and low-cost legal services 
for people with HIV in the San 
Francisco Bay Area. ALRP pro¬ 
vides direct services and referrals 
to HIV-sensitive panel attorneys. 
ALRP can assist you in a variety of 
matters, including credit and 
bankruptcy, insurance and em¬ 
ployee benefits, wills and powers 
of attorney, landlord-tenant rela¬ 
tions and housing issues, govern¬ 
ment benefits, employment, con¬ 
fidentiality, and establishing child 
guardianship. This article is not 
intended as legal advice for your 
specific situation. T

Internet censorship law on trial

ast Monday, March 25, hear¬ 
ings began in a lawsuit chal- 

m lenging the Child Internet 
Protection Act, a law that requires 
libraries and public schools to in¬ 
stall filtering software to prevent 
children from accessing “offen¬ 
sive” online material. If the law 
stands, libraries and schools that 
fail to install blocking programs 
could lose federal funds subsidiz¬ 
ing Internet access. 

Since the 1997 Supreme Court 
defeat of the Communications 
Decency Act, legislators have at¬ 
tempted to craft narrower online 
censorship laws that they hoped 
would be more likely to pass legal 
muster. CIPA was signed into law 
by Bill Clinton in 2000. Propo¬ 
nents of the law believe it has a 
better chance of being upheld be¬ 
cause, rather than simply banning 
content, it withholds government 
money. Libraries currently receive 
more than $800 million in federal 
assistance for Internet access. 

CIPA should riot be confused 
with the similarly-named Child 
Online Protection Act (COPA) 
and Child Pornography Preven¬ 
tion Act (CPPA). COPA would 
make it illegal to use the Web to 
transmit material that could be 
considered “harmful to minors.” 
The Supreme Court heard argu¬ 
ments in that case last November 
and is expected to render a verdict 
by June; in the meantime, there is 
an injunction against the law. 


CPPA attempted to prohibit sexu¬ 
ally explicit material that depicts 
young-looking characters (for ex¬ 
ample, computer-generated im¬ 
ages), even if no actual minors are 
involved in its production. 

The CIPA challenge was spear¬ 
headed by the American Civil Lib¬ 
erties Union, the American Li¬ 
brary Association, and a coalition 
of library patrons and Web site 
operators. Named defendants in 
the case are the Federal Commu¬ 
nications Commission and the In¬ 
stitute of Museum and Library 
Sciences; the defendants’ argu¬ 
ments are being presented by the 
Department of Justice. 

Last week’s hearings took place 
before a three-judge panel of the 
Third U.S. District Court in 
Philadelphia, the same court that 
initially ruled against the CDA 
and COPA before they made their 
way to the Supreme Court. 

As was the case in several earli¬ 
er online censorship lawsuits, 
plaintiffs fear that Web sites that 
include non-explicit gay material, 
sex education material, and infor¬ 
mation about reproductive rights 

- amopg other controversial topics 

- could be excluded by unsophisti¬ 
cated filtering programs that block, 
for example, certain keywords re¬ 
gardless of context. Popular filter¬ 
ing programs include Net Nanny, 
CyberSitter, and SurfWatch. 

According to testimony by 
Stanford linguistics professor Ge¬ 
offrey Nunberg, “None of the pro¬ 
grams currently available can ac¬ 
complish their stated task of fil¬ 


tering out sexually explicit mater¬ 
ial” while leaving access to other 
material intact. 

The Free Expression Policy 
Project, which completed an 
analysis of filter effectiveness last 
fall, concluded that different fil¬ 
tering programs blocked a wide 
range of non-pornographic Web 
sites including a United Nations 
report on HIV/AIDS and a teen 
education brochure about mari¬ 
juana published by the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse. 

“We have sex education manu¬ 
als that have sexually explicit pic¬ 
tures similar to some of these,” 
replied Candace Morgan of the 
Fort Vancouver Regional Library in 
Washington state when shown ex¬ 
amples of pornographic Web sites 
and asked whether she had objec¬ 
tions to such material being subject 
to filtering. “The Hot-Teen Pussy 
one? We have books on lesbian sex 
that could be similar to these, 
though they don’t show teens.” 

CIPA opponents also argue 
that filters hinder adult access to 
legally protected material. Accord¬ 
ing to ACLU attorney Ann Bee¬ 
son, “Ultimately, the government 
is trying to dictate what adults can 
access on the Internet.” 

If the law is upheld, adult pa¬ 
trons would have to ask librarians 
to turn off filtering software if 
they require unblocked Internet 
access for “bona fide” research. 

Regardless of what the District 
Court decides, both sides expect 
the law to go before the Supreme 
Court. T

Whither goeth the Rhino? 

Artistic Director Doug Holsclaw 
talks gay Theatre Rhinoceros 


by Mark Mardon 


Q n the map of gay San Francisco, Theatre 
Rhinoceros is a sacred community space. 
Five times a year in the old Redstone Build¬ 
ing it calls home, the company mounts 
maimtage productions, with more shows in the down¬ 
stairs Studio, and the faithful come to witness. At these 
times, the grizzled old gal radiates gay splendor. 

For nearly 25 years, cutting-edge queer theater 
has found a home at Theatre Rhinoceros, beginning 
in the heady optimism and fervent activism of the 
gay lib era, brazening through the dark years of the 
plague, lit by a spirit of defiance, and finally emerg¬ 
ing again into the light of new hope. Or would that 
be the twilight of old hope? 

This is the question of the moment as I meet with 
Theatre Rhinoceros Artistic Director Doug Holsclaw 


one recent afternoon at his Rhino turf in the Mis¬ 
sion. We sit facing one another downstairs in the 
emptiness and shadows of the Studio, his chair 
perched on a low stage platform, higher than mine, 
the difference in our heights emphasizing his regal 
nellyness. It’s just us, a microphone and digital de¬ 
vice recording his every lisp, and a file-folder’s worth 
of images I’ve brought along, culled from a newspa¬ 
per archive, documenting the many years of Theatre 
Rhinoceros productions. To get to the future, we’ll 
need to review the past, 

*T don’t want to be an isolationist or separatist,” 
Holsclaw declares at the outset, “but I do think there 
is something to having our own home,” a place 
where queer stage artists can be themselves. He adds:

Maybe it’s something about a 
skull’s otherworldly grin that cap¬ 
tivates.

“Modern 
is more expressive, not as re¬ 
strictive as classical ballet. There’s 
a freedom of expression I like.”

ed the piece, we were losing spaces 
rapidly to dot-commers, and she 
wanted to examine how people 
behave in the workplace. It’s not 
modern dance with a big M. Even 
if you don’t know anything about 
modern dance, you can come and 
enjoy it. 

“Cheryl prefers to work with 
mature dancers, because they 
bring their life experience to the 
material. There’s nothing quite 
like the joy of dancing with the 
same people for seven years. Mod¬ 
ern dancers don’t always get that.” 


Dancer Ashby: Anything goes 

“Modern dance is my pas¬ 
sion!” declared dancer Blane 
Ashby, 36. “There’s less restric¬ 
tion of movement, and almost 
anything goes.” A Bay Area native 
currently in his fourth season 
with Chaddick, Ashby dances in 
Hard Drive, The Sendoff and Liq¬ 
uid Gold. 

Both dancers assured us that 
being gay was completely accept¬ 
ed in the dance world. “There’s 
only one straight boy in the com¬ 
pany, and he’s definitely in the mi¬ 
nority!” said Butterfield. “I hear 
there’s a lot more heteros in ballet 
these days.”

T he man who composed the 
score for Dreamgirls has 
written a new musical that 
looks back at the last days of the 
pre-AIDS party. The setting is a 
place called only The Studio — 
with “54” an understood part of 
its name. The leading character is 
“a goddess of the scene” 
composer Henry 
Krieger said. And then 
she gets sick. 

“Have you ever seen 
Camille ?” Krieger asked 
during a phone inter¬ 
view. “That’s the story.” 

The name of the new 
musical is Kept, and 
its world-premiere 
production is under 
the TheatreWorks 
banner at the Mountain View 
Center for the Performing Arts. 
TheatreWorks mostly makes its 
home there, and it’s become a the¬ 
atrical second home to Krieger 
and his partners as well.

Kept comes after Everything’s 
Ducky, another Krieger premiere 
at TheatreWorks, which itself 
came about when Krieger flew out 
to see the TheatreWorks produc¬ 
tion of Side Show. TheatreWorks 
was one of the first regional the¬ 
aters to offer the musical after its 
disappointing Broadway run, and 
Krieger liked what he saw. 

Kept, opening April 10, is con¬ 
sidered a Broadway contender, at 
least by its creators, but the Theatre- 
Works production should not be 
considered an out-of-town tryout. 

“It’s an out-of-town laborato¬ 
ry,” Krieger amended, “in which to 
realize the show as fully as it de¬ 
serves to be realized, which we feel 
is quite fully. This has been a good 
environment in which to do your 
thing.” 

Bill Russell, who wrote the 
book and lyrics for Side Show and 
Kept, got his big break writing 
Pageant, a hit with both camp and 
crossover audiences. They’ve 
lured some New York names to 
Mountain View, including Chris- 
tiane Noll (Jekyll & Hyde), who 
plays the faltering heroine, and di¬ 
rector Scott Schwartz (Bat Boy: 
The Musical). 

Krieger rejected the notion 
that Kept might a blast-from-the- 
past enterprise like Mamma Mia! 
The sound of Krieger’s music was 
inspired by the disco sounds of 
the late 70s and early ’80s. “It’s a 
very danceable score,” he said, 
“but it’s also very emotional.” 

Krieger’s score for Dreamgirls, 
of course, was inspired by the Mo¬ 
town sounds as it followed a 
Supremes-like group on its rise to 
a tarnished stardom. It was 
Krieger’s first Broadway show, and 


it turned out to be a magical con¬ 
fluence of talent, including direc¬ 
tor Michael Bennett, playwright 
Tom Eyen, and emerging star Jen¬ 
nifer Holliday. 

“It was a good time for every¬ 
body,” Krieger said. But the good 
times did not last. Bennett and 
Eyen both succumbed to AIDS, 
while Krieger’s life and career 
tumbled for the better part of a 
decade. 

“It was more than I 
was emotionally ready 
for,” Krieger said of the 
sudden success. And 
when he followed up 
Dreamgirls with The Tap 
Dance Kid, another mu¬ 
sical focusing on black 
characters, he got 
pigeonholed — 
and ignored. 

“Let’s just say I 
fell off the radar screen for about 
10 years,” he said. “It was difficult. 
But I think God was testing me 
and refining me and getting me to 
know what’s important in my fife. 
Kind of de-’80s-ing me.” 

Krieger consciously downsized 
his life, and began conversing with 
God “to make sure I’m the kind of 
person who gives light and not 
egoistic conundrums.” He now 
shares his life with a TV- and film 
actor who will remain nameless. 

“You’d know his face,” Krieger 
said. “But he has his career, and it’s 
not my place to mess with that.” 

Next up for Krieger is a musical 
based on the movie Moonstruck, 
which may be the project that re¬ 
turns him to Broadway — if Kept 
doesn’t get there first. And if neither 
does, he’s prepared for that, too. 

“I’ve taken my knocks, had a 
bloody nose and a split lip here 
and there,” Krieger said. “But I’m 
sort of a congenital optimist.”

have existed. I feel real strongly 
about that.” 

Playwright John Fisher’s Bare¬ 
backing “was a big production 
with great productions values and 
really controversial subject matter.

Holsclaw beams with the pride of 
a proud parent, mother and father 
mixed in one. 

He lives and breathes theatre, 
and the more in-your-face queer 
the play, the more he seems to like 
it. “I must say I don’t think we get 
a lot of credit for being as adven¬ 
turous as we are.” 

There’s a devilishness in him. 
He loves controversy. He also 
loves to tout the sheer variety of 
Rhino presentations. “We are not 
a theatre that does just one thing. 
We just did Noel Coward, now 
we’re doing a women’s prison 
comedy, then we’re doing a gay 
version of Of Mice and Men. This 
is following Marga Gomez’s 
Twelve Days of Cochina, and Sire- 
na, Queen of the Tango, about a 
drag queen tango dancer.” The 
last, he shakes his head, met with 
an unlucky fate, despite Matthew 
Martin delivering “the best per¬ 
formance he ever gave.” Alas, the 
play opened on September 9, 
2001. Its life was cut short by the 
bombing. The audience stayed 
home — a pity, he sighs, “because 
it was just wonderful!” 

Wiggle zone 

Continuing through the pho¬ 
tos, Holsclaw comes upon an 
image of sexy guys baring all that 
counts to the Rhino audience:

He’s coming back next 
year.” 

Holsclaw remains gently 
miffed at Larsen for a nasty trick 
he pulled in the production of 
Girl Meets Girl: “He lied to me 
and told me it was [by] a woman 
playwright! It was really Ronnie 
using an assumed name. I took all 
sorts of heat in the press, and I 
honestly got tricked!”

Tenacious blonde 

The Hollywood career of Lana Turner

ana Turner’s stardom lasted 
30 years, an especially re- 
1 ill markable achievement be¬ 
cause she made few good films, 
and her performances were usual¬ 
ly trashed by critics. Film histori¬ 
ans have not treated her any bet¬ 
ter, yet for decade after decade she 
kept on working. Pundits missed 
the point: Turner connected with 
audiences, first with men, but 
later with women, enabling her to 
continue long after her MGM 
pin-up days were over. Perhaps 
her secret was an intuitive under¬ 
standing that films involve image, 
and she perfected one of ageless, 
smoldering, blonde desirability. 
Her daughter, Cheryl Crane, will 
discuss Turner’s career at the 
Geary Theater on Monday, April 
8, at 7:30 p.m., part of ACT’s Cool 
Hollywood Blondes series. 

Born Julia Jean Mildred 
Frances “Judy” Turner (1921) in 


Idaho, she was an infant when the 
family moved to San Francisco. 
Her father was murdered when 
she was 10, and mother eventual¬ 
ly took Judy to Los Angeles. Hol¬ 
lywood Reporter columnist Billy 
Wilkerson spotted the nubile 
teenager sitting on a stool, sipping 
a soda in a drugstore (although 
not Schwab’s), and asked if she’d 
like to be in pictures. She replied 
she would, and one of Holly¬ 
wood’s most enduring discovery 
stories was created. He arranged a 
screen test with producer Mervyn 
LeRoy at Warners, who changed 
her name to Lana, and made her 
an extra in A Star Is Born, before 
cladding her in a tight sweater and 
having her walk provocatively in 
They Won t Forget, then giving her 
another small role facing The 
Great Garrick (all 1937). She had 
bits in The Adventures of Marco 
Polo and Four’s a Crowd (1938). 
Wilkerson trumpeted her as “The 
Sweater Girl,” but Warners was 
unimpressed, letting LeRoy take

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her when he moved to MGM. 

That studio made her blonde 
then cast her (and Judy Garland) 
in Mickey Rooney’s Love Finds 
Andy Hardy, put her in Rich Man, 
Poor Girl, and sent her to Dra¬ 
matic School (all 1938). She tested 
for Scarlett O’Hara (poorly), then 
was Calling Dr. Kildaire, became 
one of Those Glamour Girls and a 
Dancing Co-Ed (all 1939), before 
being one of Two Girls on Broad¬ 
way and We Who Are Young 
(1940). Next year was better. She 
joined Garland and Hedy Lamarr 
as a hopeful Ziegfeld Girl, playing 
James Stewart’s selfish, doomed 
love. She had originally been cast 
as the tart opposite Spencer 
Tracy’s Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, 
but Ingrid Bergman insisted on 
switching, so Turner became the 
unlikely ingenue. Then came the 
enjoyable Honky Tonk with Clark 
Gable, and Johnny Eager with 
Robert Taylor, both hits. 

Top girl 

MGM issued masses of glam¬ 
our stills of Turner, making her a 
top World War II pinup, and in 
1942 reteamed her with Gable in 
the successful Somewhere I’ll Find 
You. Then she practiced The 
Youngest Profession, was Slightly 
Dangerous, and guested in Du 
Barry Was a Lady (all 1943). 

Her first marriage, to band¬ 
leader Artie Shaw, ended in di¬ 
vorce, and she wed restaurateur 
Stephen Crane, giving birth to 
Cheryl in 1943. She insisted Mar¬ 
riage Is a Private Affair (1944), 
then instructed audiences to Keep 
Your Powder Dry before spending 
a Weekend at the Waldorf (both 
1945), in Joan Crawford’s old part 
in this remake of Grand Hotel, 
with Ginger Rogers, Walter Pid- 
geon, and Van Johnson. It was a 
success, and Turner had three 
more smashes: smoldering as the 
ambitious, murderous Cora in 
1946’s The Postman Always Rings 
Twice with John Garfield (earning 
good reviews), living on Green 
Dolphin Street, and loving Tracy’s 
Cass Timberlane (both 1947). But 
her Homecoming with Gable 
(1948) wasn’t the expected hit. 
She ended that year in the enter¬ 
taining and popular The Three 
Musketeers as Milady, particular 
good when stabbing June 
Allyson’s noble Constance and es¬ 
caping jail. 

George Cukor gave her A Life 
of Her Own (1950), one of his 
poorest films and a flop, as was 
Mr. Imperium (1951), a misguid¬ 
ed attempt to make a movie star 
out of opera’s Enzio Pinza. 
Dubbed, she was Lehar’s The 
Merry Widow to scalding reviews, 
but ended 1952 in Vincente Min¬ 
nelli’s superb The Bad and the 
Beautiful, playing megalomaniac 
director Kirk Douglas’s greatest 
film discovery. “You acted badly, 
you moved clumsily, but the point 
is every eye in the audience was 
on you,” he shouts — an accurate 
summation of her allure. It is her 
best movie. 

Next year, she enjoyed Latin 
Lovers, then was The Flame and 
the Flesh before being Betrayed by 
Gable (1954), and tempting The 
Prodigal (1955), which ended her 
tenure at MGM. At Warners, she 
sailed on John Wayne’s Sea Chase, 
improbable as a Nazi spy. Twenti¬ 
eth offered Richard Burton and 
The Rains of Ranchipur, a ro¬ 
mance about an upper-class 
woman and an Indian untouch¬ 
able who becomes a doctor — a

sound and Web projects are effec¬ 
tively brought in from the media 
margins. In theory, it’s a great 
idea, but in practice, well, it’s just 
off-center. Still, there are some 
fine, even poignant things to be 
seen here. 

One of the most haunting 
works in the show, on the Beings 
floor, is by AA Bronson, a former 
member of the queer Canadian 
art trio General Idea, who has 
since relocated to New York. He’s 
taken up a solo career as the only 
surviving member of the group. 
The other two succumbed to 
AIDS, the subject of his large- 
scale digital print, a nature morte 
depicting the corpse of Felix 
Partz, late of GI, his horrifically 
withered form pictured amidst a 
vibrant array of colorful, pat¬ 
terned linens, blankets and Op 
Art pajamas — eye-candy that 
Partz coordinated to stimulate his 
failing vision. For the rest of us, it 
serves as a bracing, heart-tugging 
image of mortality, something 
that obviously resonates deeply at 
this moment in history. 

Our town 

While not by any means a 
morbid show, this theme never¬ 
theless continues, at least in back 
story, with a lively installation by 
the late San Franciscan Margaret 
Kilgallen, Main Drag (2001). A 
rollicking city-townscape painted 
on the walls and plywood panels, 
it’s a cobbled-together evocation 
of community in lively Necco 
wafer hues and gracious spirit.

flop on all counts. MGM asked 
her back as Diane (de Poitiers, the 
16th-century courtesan), but it, 
too, failed. Twentieth, however, 
starred her in its tedious version 
of the “shocking” bestseller, Pey¬ 
ton Place (1957), a smash, earning 
her a Best Actress Oscar nomina¬ 
tion.

Then pro¬ 
ducer Ross Hunter convinced 
Universal to remake Imitation of 
Life (1959), with Turner in 
Claudette Colbert’s old role, and 
the film struck box-office gold, 
particularly with women, who 
wept watching Douglas Sirk’s 
masterful melodrama.

n’t have time to see. 

I did see other decent if not 
necessarily award-worthy works. 
Jeremy Blake, whose morphing 
digital “paintings” were a crowd- 
pleaser in SFMOMA’s 010101, 
shows a new film inspired by the 
Winchester Mystery House, where 
ghostly Morris Louis-like paint 
splashes emanate from the rifle¬ 
man’s widow’s bedroom window.

Horror show 

After the fuzzy Biennial, the 
high-concept, high-controversy 
Mirroring Evil: Nazi Imagery/Re¬ 
cent Art at the Jewish Museum 
(through June 30) was a splash of 
cold water to the brain. Bracketed 
by a contextualizing videotape 
and wall labels (and preceded by 
security checks more stringent 
than at the airport — poseur 
punk-rock teens with studded 
collars and switchblades in their 
backpacks held up the line when 
they rattled the metal detectors), 
the show investigates a flammable 
subject with works by mostly Eu¬ 
ropean artists in their late 30s. It’s 
better in theory than in practice. 
The topic that rises to the surface 
here is mediated experience of 
cultural horror. With a couple 
generations of distance, the Holo¬ 
caust can only be addressed 
through the filter of cinema, com¬ 
merce and dreams. Piotr Uklans- 
ki, for example, presents dozens of 


Love (1976), although these films 
went unnoticed, as did 1983’s 
Witches’ Brew. That year, mink- 
clad and flawlessly coifed, she 
guested on Jane Wyman’s 
evening soap opera, Falcon’s 
Crest, lifting the show back into 
the Top 10.

color images of handsome (and 
not-so) actors portraying Nazis, 
while Tom Sachs tackles Third 
Reich iconography with Prada 
and Tiffany packaging, and Zbig¬ 
niew Libera creates a production¬ 
line concentration camp in a self- 
designed Lego set. The show can’t 
help but be provocative, but one 
wishes the art itself could be as 
powerful as its subject. 

There was too much to see in 
the Chelsea galleries — decent 
shows by Fischli & Weiss at 
Matthew Marks, Karen Kilimnick 
at 303, Bruce Nauman’s oddly fas¬ 
cinating studio surveillance video 
installation at Dia, among the 
more memorable shows.

presented nonfiction pieces deal¬ 
ing with the time-warping phe¬ 
nomenon of Rocky Horror Picture 
Show rituals, and a game of 20 
questions with two flamboyant fe¬ 
males whose identities have been 
shaped by their interest in Liz Tay¬ 
lor and Joan Crawford as Mildred 
Pierce.

ome characters enter your 
heart and stay there forever. 
liP Scout Finch ( To Kill a Mock¬ 
ingbird), Tilden ( What Girls 
Learn), Francie (A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn): I read their stories, 
watched them grow up, ached 
for their hurts, rejoiced 
when they found love 
or happiness or just 
had a good day. 

The narrator of 
Close to Spider 
Man (by Ivan E. 

Coyote; Arsenal 
Pulp, $11.95), 
who never tells us 
her name until she changes it to 
Ivan, is a girl who always matters 
to us. Her adventures, her 
heartaches, her loves are the stuff 
of legend, and equally a celebra¬ 
tion of the ordinary life lived to 
the fullest. 

Coyote writes with spare ele¬ 
gance and more than a little 


humor, as when the mother of 
our narrator (who is not yet Ivan) 
explains just how it is that Val’s fa¬ 
ther appeared naked when she 
and Val fell off their bikes, leading 
to much bleeding and wailing. 
The first view of a naked man 
means much more to the girl than 
her injuries, and she wants an ex¬ 
planation. Her moth¬ 
er replies, with 
unarguable logic, 
‘Well, you know 
how the Salezes are 
different from us? Like 
how Grace lets 
you guys colour 
on the walls in 
Val’s room, but I 
would kill you 
both if you did that here? Well, 
that’s why Pierre had no clothes 
on. They’re French.” 

Close to Spider Man is an ex¬ 
traordinary collection of stories, 
each of which is as rich and de¬ 
tailed as a good novel, and as con¬ 
cise as a brilliant poem. Coyote is 
a writer of exceptional skill, un¬ 
afraid to reveal but clear on just 
what must be concealed. 


Very interesting 

I admire writers who take 
risks, and I especially appreciate 
those risk-takers who succeed. In 
this breathtaking collection of 
short fiction, Interesting Monsters 
(Graywolf, $14), Aldo Alvarez 
tests his courage and ours with ex¬ 
periments in style, theme and 
tone, and each attempt succeeds 
brilliantly. The reader has the 
pleasure of reading a perfectly 
tuned story, meeting an unforget¬ 
table character, experiencing a 
tender emotion, and the payoff is 
tremendous. Alvarez is an artist 
with language who can capture a 
person in a sentence. 

Consider the hapless Thelman, 
who is confronted, in heaven, by 
the appearance of his still-living 
son, with whom he has not spo¬ 
ken, alive or dead, in years. After 
an awkward greeting, Thelman is 
stuck: “Thelman did not know 


Thelman was a man whose social 
skills were, in moments of unease, 
limited to understanding bank 
statements.” In “Heat Rises,” Al¬ 
varez explores the power of 
music, and creates a new musical 
form so vividly that I’d swear I 
heard it. Watching a homophobic 
social climber get hers is one of 
the many delights in “Property 
Values.” Several characters appear 
in several of the stories, and their 
reappearance is much like run¬ 
ning into an old friend. Interesting 
Monsters is a phenomenal collec¬ 
tion, and Alvarez is a writer of dis¬ 
tinction. 

Against censorship 

Thanks to the astonishing 
bullheadedness of publishers, 
Dorothy Bryant can’t find a pub¬ 
lisher for her 13th book, Literary 
Lynching, because in it, among 
other things, she makes clear the 
ways in which unofficial censor¬ 
ship can be just as damaging and 
silencing as the official govern¬ 
mental kind. You need only recall 
the attacks on Barbara Kingsolver 
and Susan Sontag for expressing 
the slightest doubt about the Bush 
bombing plan to realize just how 
powerful this kind of repression 
can be.

S elf-help, from Richard Sim¬ 
mons to Martha Stewart, has 
become one of America’s de 
facto religions, practically on par 
with Christianity. And like Chris¬ 
tianity, it’s such a big, brainless 
target that it’s spawned many a 
satire. Who can forget Is Martha 
Stewart Living? from Her High¬ 
ness’s heyday a few years back? 

What Would Betty Do? goes 
most such parodies one better by 
combining self-help with religion, 
making the target bigger and bet¬ 
ter. Betty isn’t a new phenome¬ 
non; “she” has had a cult website 
(bettybowers.com) for at least a 
couple of years. But this combina¬ 
tion etiquette guide and religious 
parody by “America’s Best Christ¬ 
ian,” based on the website, is new, 
and it’s one of those rare instances 
of the ’Net producing words that 
deserve to be preserved in print. 

The book is “as told to” its real 
author, Paul A. Bradley. What dis¬ 


tinguishes it is the preternaturally 
pushy Betty, a delirious combina¬ 
tion of self-delusion, self-obses¬ 
sion, and self-righteousness. Like 
a Bible-crazed Joan Crawford, 
Betty tells readers exactly what to 
think and how to live, all the time 
making it clear that even the most 
devoted reader will never come up 
to her heavenly standard in looks, 
manners, and mores. Even the 
Lord isn’t safe from her barbs: “If 
God created me in His image, I 
have more than returned the 
compliment!” She’s equally handy 
with recipes (“Betty’s World-Fa¬ 
mous ‘Brutal Death of Our Sav¬ 
ior’ Cookies”) and tips on the 
proper couture for “abortion-clin¬ 
ic bombings” and “executions.” 
And in her all-Betty-all-the-time 
world, even cherubs, those cloying 
little butterballs with wings, are in 
her thrall: the cover illustration, 
with Betty looking especially 
sanctimonious, shows them doing 
her hair, spraying perfume on her 
wrists, and generally slaving to 
keep her looking good. 

Betty’s puppetmaster Bradley is 
so good at sending up the rabid 
Christian Right that readers may 
want to sample the book rather 
than read it straight through, lest 
the fun end too fast. It’s hard to re¬ 
sist such choice items as Betty’s pet

project, the “Christian Crack 
Whore Ministry” (with its timeless 
mantra, “Every Knee Shall Bend”) 
or her mean mock-interviews with 
Eminem and Laura Schlessinger 
(“You are simply too slutty to 
speak at my church, dear.”) It does¬ 
n’t hurt that a decidedly queer sen¬ 
sibility runs throughout the book. 
(If Bradley isn’t gay, an induction 
ceremony should be planned for 
him pronto.) Betty’s version of the 
gay agenda is a hilarious to-do list 
with such entries as: “4:10 p.m.: 
Time permitting, bring about the 
decline of Western Civilization.” 
Like Martha, she’s also seasonally- 
minded. Many readers will want to 
know that “there are only 297 
shopping days till the Apocalypse.” 
If only the hellfire crowd (and the 
Martha wannabes) would read this 
book. Now that would be self-im¬ 
provement. ▼

Bel Sogno: Italian Scenes and 
Arias Cristina Gallardo-Domas 
(Teldec) 

jPSi very once in a while, a singer 
IN comes along whose beauty 
iwi of voice and dramatic con¬ 
viction make you sit up and take 
notice. Such is the case with the 
Chilean-born soprano Cristina 
Gallardo-Domas. In a generous 
debut recital that features bel 
canto arias by Donizetti and Belli¬ 
ni, verismo classics by Cilea and 
Catalani, four Verdi staples, and 
six Puccini favorites, the engaging 
Gallardo-Domas demonstrates 
that she has the intelligence and 
the pipes to make opera come 
alive. 

Interest is piqued from the 
opening phrases of Cilia’s great 
prima donna aria, “Io son l’umile 
ancella.” A grand little ditty in 
which Adriana Lecouvreur self¬ 
lessly proclaims herself a humble 
little angel who just happens to 
channel divine inspiration, the 
aria demands a stunning presen¬ 
tation. Gallardo-Domas sings 
with such consummate beauty, 
such idiomatic emphasis on the 
right words and phrases, that one 
is convinced that maybe she is a 
channel after all. 

In very different repertoire, “A1 
dolce guidami” from Donizetti’s 
Anna Bolena and “Senza mamma” 
from Puccini’s Suor Angelica, the 
soprano gives performances that 
can hold their own when com¬ 
pared to versions by Montserrat 


Caballe. No, 

Gallardo- 
Domas doesn’t 
have the ability 
to effortlessly 
float pianissimi 
as breathtak- 
ingly as did 
(and reportedly 
still does) Ca¬ 
balle, but her 
phrasing is so 
beautiful, the 
tone so whole¬ 
some and 
warm, that 
both arias suc¬ 
ceed admirably. 

Occasional¬ 
ly the soprano 
takes great 
risks. Hailed for her Violetta in 
Verdi’s La Traviata, Gallardo- 
Domas launches into the “Sempre 
libera” with such vigor that she 
abandons beautiful tone on the 
lower notes of runs in order to 
emphasize Violetta’s recklessness. 
Even without a high E-flat, she 
builds the climax of the aria so 
convincingly that hers is one of 
the few performances I have heard 
in which the omission of that 
penultimate high note does not 
result in a lessening of impact. 

Not everything is equally 
memorable. A comparison of 
Gallardo-Domas’ “Si, mi chia- 
mano Mimi” from Puccini’s La 
Boheme with classic interpreta¬ 
tions by Renata Tebaldi and “La 
Divina” Claudio Muzio reveals 
her predecessors as more imagi¬ 
native, more capable of launching 
into the glorious soaring climax 


“ma quando vien lo seglo/but 
when the thaw comes” with vigor 
and passion. But neither Tebaldi 
(nor Callas, for that matter) can 
summon tone so lovely, so perfect 
for such Puccini gems as “O mio 
babbino caro” and “In quelle trine 
morbide.” 

Although Gallardo-Domas 
made her professional debut 12 
years ago, reached La Scala as 
early as 1994, and has sung Mimi 
at the Met, and Violetta, Mimi, 
Antonia and Liu at the Vienna 
State Opera, this is only her 
fourth appearance on disc. Given 
that the Warner corporation 
seems set on killing off its Teldec 
and Erato labels, it may take some 
time before we hear from her 
again. 

Grab this CD while you can! 
This woman’s artistry will make 
you happy to be alive. ▼

Road trip with hormones 

'Y Tu Mama Tambien' scores big-time

R ight off the bat, the new 
Mexican teen sex comedy, Y 
Tu Mamd Tambien (And 
Your Mama, Too, or more bluntly, 
Tough Shit, and Let’s See You Try 
To Do Something About It) smash¬ 
es all the conventions of the genre. 
Two obviously middle-class ado¬ 
lescents are joyfully fucking. Julio 
(the barely-out-of-his-teens hunk 
from last year’s smash hit Amores 
Perros Gael Garcia Bernal, buns to 
the camera) is giving his girlfriend 
a very gabby farewell screwing, 
pleading that her vacation to Italy 
not include any smoochy face¬ 
time with Eurotrash, or “gringo 
backpackers... or a dirty Mexican 
selling necklaces on the street.” 

Immediately we realize that Y 
Tu’ s sibling screenwriters, Alfonso 
and Carlos Cuaron, are not only 
ignoring such American staples as 
pie and superglue, but are fear¬ 
lessly giving us a world of teens 
whose horny exploits are brash 
but not totally mindless. 

A decade ago, Y Tu’ s director, 
Alfonso Cuaron, found himself in 
hot water with the oligarchy rul¬ 
ing Mexico when he submitted his 
first feature to the PRI’s movie 
police. The Spanish title, Solo con 
tu Pareja, could be translated Love 
in the Time of Hysteria or Only 
with Your Partner — the latter was 
the PRI government’s official slo¬ 
gan for promoting safe sex. The 
film mocked official attitudes by 
comically rendering the plight of 
a Lothario who thinks he may 
have contracted AIDS. PRI offi¬ 
cials sent Cuardn’s naughty film 
to its room, but its delayed release 
made it the top-grossing Mexican 
film in 1992, a feat matched last 
year by Y Tu. 

Free to follow their cocks’ de¬ 


sires, Julio and Tenoch (Diego 
Luna from Before Night Falls), an 
unusual buddy pairing of a 
latchkey kid and his bratty upper- 
class pal, soon tire of almost 
nightly debauches fueled by Ec¬ 
stasy imported from San Francis¬ 
co. At a wedding party presided 
over by the last PRI President and 
his legion of corrupt cronies (a 
gathering that, with its roster of 
gun-toting bodyguards, would be 
right at home in the Godfather 
sagas), the boys happen upon 
Luisa (Maribel Verdu from Belle 
Epoque), the slightly older wife of 
Tenoch’s Don Juan-behaving 
cousin, who, nurturing a private 
sorrow, unexpectedly accepts 
their invitation to vacation at the 
fabled (if only in their imagina¬ 
tions) Heaven’s Mouth beach. 

As good as things have been up 
this point, Y Tu Mamd Tambien 
really takes flight when the boys 
and Luisa stuff themselves into 
Julio’s activist sister’s creaky old 
stationwagon and head south be¬ 
yond the Mexico City freeway 
grid to a land of cheap motels 
with dirty pools, free-flowing beer 
and a peasant population living 
more or less as they have for hun¬ 
dreds of years under the baleful 
gaze of the Federales who still 
“don’t need no stinkin’ badges.” 

Truckstop tunes 

One of the signs that you’re in 
good hands with the brothers 
Cuaron is the complete absence of 
a wall-to-wall pop music sound- 
track, the sine qua non of this 
Dawson’s Creek/American Pie era 
of faux teen movies. The strains of 
“You don’t know what it’s like to 
love somebody,” so prominent in 
the TV ads, are barely audible in 
the film, whose musical inspira¬ 
tion is said to be Frank Zappa, 
and where the only tunes heard 


onscreen come from the car radio 
or a truckstop jukebox. 

Real teens tend to be would-be 
humans bolstered by their ideals 
while betrayed by their hormones, 
and Julio and Tenoch are nothing 
if not hilariously and painfully 
real. The boys spend the first 
hours of the ride telling the guile¬ 
less Luisa about their private male 
manifesto, “Thou Shall Not Fuck 
a Brother’s Girlfriend.” Needless 
to say, both boys are guilty of this 
and other sins against macho 
comradeship. Ironically, it is 
Luisa’s seduction of both boys 
that causes Julio and Tenoch to 
doubt the innocence of their 
friendship. 

The most uniquely pleasurable 
thing to report about Y Tu Mamd 
Tambien is, surprisingly, not the 
truly shocking intimacy of its 
many sex scenes, but the blithe 
way the actors and filmmakers 
dispense with political correctness 
and alter the art of storytelling. 
Every few minutes, the film’s 
soundtrack cuts out, replaced by 
a matter-of-fact narrator who fills 
in the blanks (what the characters 
are really thinking, or what they 
have or will do that departs from 
their images of themselves) as if 
he were God’s private secretary. 

Y Tu Mamd Tambien is a com¬ 
edy that dares to end on a note of 
humbling and haunting 
truth telling. Luisa’s private sorrow 
has a boomerang-like quality that 
pushes the boys apart before yok¬ 
ing them together in a moment of 
unforgettable but wrenching pas¬ 
sion. The film’s climax is the liter¬ 
al representation of everything 
that American teen movies are 
created to refute. ▼

caused a ruckus, and seems to 
revel in the memory, looking at 
the photographs: “This was Shop¬ 
ping & Fucking, which was one of 
my favorite productions ever. It 
caused all sorts of problems. We 
got hate mail. A major funder 
withdrew funding because the 
show was offensive to straight 
people. They said [the play pre¬ 
sented] a very dark view of hu¬ 
manity.” Holsclaw sighs deeply, 
then replies: “Now, you step over 
people to come to this theatre. 


Then you come inside and we’re 
supposed to be at a beachhouse 
on Fire Island? You know what I 
mean? Shouldn’t theatre reflect 
the experience of the world?” 

This dream called Theatre Rhi¬ 
noceros has been Holsclaw’s life, 
career and home for almost 20 
years, almost since the time he 
moved to San Francisco from 
New York, in 1983. He never in¬ 
tended to become artistic director 
of a gay theater company. “I never 
aspired to this, but now I’m the 
organizational history and mem¬ 
ory of Theater Rhinoceros, be¬ 
cause so many of my colleagues 
and dear friends before me are no 


longer here.” 

Home runs 

It’s an awesome responsibility. 
If you want to do queer theatre in 
San Francisco, you have a few 
choices: go the low-budget, anar¬ 
chist/independent route, either in 
rental spaces or through work¬ 
shopping at the Jon Sims Center 
and elsewhere; or plead with 
mainstream theatres to produce 
your gay-themed piece; or turn to 
New Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter or Theatre Rhinoceros, the two 
main homes for plays and specta¬ 
cles by, for and about queers.

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Getting into ‘Trouble Every Day’ 

French director Claire Denis' horror film opens

I n Trouble Every Day, the new 
film by French director Claire 
Denis, an American couple 
named Shane and June Brown ar¬ 
rive in Paris for their honeymoon. 
In movies, as opposed to life, 
characters need to earn every 
scrap of pleasure, and films that 
open on a lovey-dovey note are 
usually horror films. 

Shane (American actor Vin¬ 
cent Gallo) and June (Tricia 
Vessey, from Ghost Dog) are clear¬ 
ly having problems in bed. He 
rushes to the bathroom to spank 
the old monkey, and leaves her 
alone in their suite while he dash¬ 
es madly around town in search of 
a mysterious doctor. In parallel 
action, we observe the doctor, Leo 
(Alex Descas, a veteran of three 
previous films by Denis, including 
the 1993 serial-killer opus I Cant 
Sleep), following his nightstalker 
of a wife, Core (Beatrice Dalle 
from Betty Blue and I Cant Sleep), 
as she has dangerous sex with a 
truck-driver. Core is afflicted with 
a brain malady that sends her sex¬ 
ual appetite into overdrive, caus¬ 
ing her to literally eat the faces of 
her partners. Yes, dear reader, this 
is the consumer-advisory part of 
the review, describing sexual con¬ 
tent way beyond the infliction of 
hickies. They were “scandalized 
and shocked” at Cannes, and you 
know the French aren’t easily 
shocked. 

Leo keeps Core locked away in 
the upper floor of a suburban 
mansion (the basement is re¬ 
served for his experiments on the 
libido, complete with a refrigera¬ 
tor full of brightly-colored fluids) 
while he spends his days pleading 
with lab colleagues for money to 
complete the work. 

Wax works 

The scariest movie I ever saw 
was the original House of Wax 
(1953) in 3D. It helped that I was 
nine, and the master Vincent Price 
was in charge of serving up the 
thrills. By the time the damsel rips 
the mask off Price’s demented

“We recently started using Eq¬ 
uity actors. Rhino is the first gay 
theatre in the country to have a 
seasonal agreement with Equity. 
We pay our actors $125 a week.” 

The amount is absurdly low, a 
mere token, and Holsclaw knows 
it. “Economics in the Bay Area 
have made it hard for young 
artists to live here because rents 
are so high. Young people are 
going to Portland and Seattle, not 
San Francisco. I don’t sense a ris¬ 
ing class of younger artists in the 
volume there was when I started, 
because it’s a tough city to live in.” 

Holsclaw describes finances at 
Theatre Rhinoceros as touch-and- 
go, but declares that thanks to his 
small, hard-working staff, and 
careful allocation of new grants, 
“At Rhino, you see the money on 
the stage.” 

Then he drops the big news: 
“We’ve been in the planning 
process for our relocation; we’re 
in the process of negotiating an 
option to buy on a new building.” 

The building Holsclaw has in 
mind for Theatre Rhinoceros is 
the old City Athletic Club smack 


sculptor character, I was practical¬ 
ly under my seat. Price knew how 
to keep picking at the scab, getting 
you ready to watch the very thing 
you couldn’t stand to watch, and 
loving every moment of it. 

Denis carefully rations out the 
“nasty” sex that you can’t stand to 
not watch. She’s also in command 
of her “MacGuffin,” the Alfred 
Hitchcock-invented term for the 
plot device that the good guys and 
bad guys obsess over that turns 
out to be unimportant in the end. 
In The Thirty-nine Steps, it was 
the formula to build an aircraft 
engine that the spies secrete in Mr. 
Memory’s brain; in Psycho, it’s the 
money Janet Leigh steals. Hitch 
boasted to Francois Truffaut that 
the best MacGuffin was “nothing 
at all.” 

Key to Denis’ plan is antihero 
Vincent Gallo, in their fourth film 
together ( Nenette et Boni, US Go 
Home and Keep It For Yourself). At 
first I feared that the shaggy- 
haired Gallo’s countenance was 
too lupine and that his dark secret 
was hidden too obviously in plain 
sight. But he works, and quite 
nicely, for in the end the real hor¬ 
ror of Trouble Every Day is Shane’s 
fear that his passion for Jane may 
come spilling out all too fiercely. 

Gallo, who got his start in a se¬ 
ries of one-man shows in the ’80s, 
has proven a craggy indie staple 
playing his out-of-control energy 
either for comic effect (as part of a 
trio of bungling donut-shop ban¬ 
dits in Alan Taylor’s much-under¬ 
rated Palookaville) or taking it to 
the end of the line in his own di¬ 
rectorial debut, Buffalo 66, where 
a released convict’s need to pee 
and impress his scary parents at 
the same time produces a slice of 
Rust Belt America that is practi¬ 
cally radioactive in its portrait of 
everyday despair. In Trouble Every 
Day, Gallo so tones down his Id 
that he’s almost likable, and by 
film’s end, we pray that sex may 
no longer prove his soul’s most 
important comfort food. ▼

dab in the center of the Castro. “If 
the homeless shelter moves out, it 
might become available,” 
Holsclaw says. “The location is 
beautiful. The idea of having a 
performing arts facility in the 
Castro would be a great thing for 
the community.” 

Holsclaw feels the Castro loca¬ 
tion, for which they’ve already 
done an architectural feasibility 
study, would make GLBT theatre 
accessible to a larger segment of 
the population. “What I hear from 
our audience is that while some 
people love the Mission District, 
some people don’t feel safe com¬ 
ing here. And people should feel 
safe coming to the theatre. Once 
inside the theatre, there should be 
an element of danger, because you 
don’t know what you’re going to 
see on stage.” 

As for himself, says Holsclaw, 
“I’m not sure what the future 
holds, but in the next couple of 
years I would like to transition out 
of being top-dog, and that will 
mean grooming and coaching 
somebody.” 

Is anybody waiting in the 
wings? 

“Well, that’s a top secret,” he 
winks, “just like my Boo Boo 
Bear.” ▼

T he handsome, mischievous 
comedic actor Hal Sparks is 
about as energetic a person 
as I have ever met. My interview 
with the 31 -year-old star of Show¬ 
time’s Queer as Folk gave me a 
bird’s-eye view of what lies be¬ 
neath his sparkling brown eyes 
and killer smile. As Michael 
Charles Novotny, Sparks has 
breathed empathy into the fic¬ 
tional young gay man from Pitts¬ 
burgh who is desperately seeking 
love. 

But who is the real Hal Sparks? 
In many respects, he appears 
about as different from shy, shel¬ 
tered Michael as you can get. This 
is a man who displays few hang¬ 
ups, is funny and spontaneous, 
and loves to make people laugh. 
He proclaims his heterosexuality 
with no condescension for the gay 
community. 

Hal Magee Sparks III was born 
in Cincinnati, OH, but was raised 
in the small town of Peak’s Mill, 


KY. He moved to Chicago at 14 
and became a member of the Sec¬ 
ond City Teenage Troupe. Voted 
“Funniest Teenager in Chicago,” 
Hal also took his Black Belt in the 
martial arts at age 16. 

Sparks’ natural versatility and 
drive can be seen in his landing 
the host slot on E! Network’s Talk 
Soup, replacing John Henson 
through May 2000. Part Chero¬ 
kee, Hal has a reputation for being 
a huge fan of the band Kiss, pur¬ 
portedly dressing up as Paul Stan¬ 
ley at 11 and lip-synching the en¬ 
tire Kiss Alive 2 album. It sounds 
like something Sparks would do, 
for sure. 

Our interview took place on 
the darkened set of Woody’s bar 
on the QAF set in Toronto. Sparks 
was in-between takes of a diner 
scene involving Brian, Emmett, 
Ted, Michael and Melanie. 

David R. Guarino: As a straight 
man playing the role of Michael 
Novotny, a sensitive young gay 
man from Pittsburgh, what do 
you feel you personally have 


learned about the plight of gays 
and lesbians in America? 

Hal Sparks: Truthfully, there 
weren’t many surprises for me 
coming into this show, because I 
have so many gay friends. I was 
surprised to find out that gay men 
have sex facing each other, I never 
knew that until I saw the pilot, but 
I’m not alone in that. 

Part of it is knowing that, un¬ 
derneath, everybody’s the same 
insofar as desires. We all want to 
be loved, we all experience pain, 
we all hold it in different ways, but 
we all have the same kind of wants 
overall, gay or straight, it should¬ 
n’t matter. So I came into doing 
Michael feeling that the last thing 
that was important about him 
was that he was gay. The most im¬ 
portant thing is that he’s trying to 
find love. 

One of the best scenes you've done 
was a scene from last season 
where you are with Brian, who 
just had this encounter with his 
father. You're consoling him, and 
we see Brian crying. The truth of 
that scene was so vivid. 

And Brian comes into 
Michael’s bed, and Michael un¬ 
dresses him, puts him in bed, cud¬ 
dles up next to him and takes care 
of him. That was a great scene be¬ 
cause of Michael’s sort-of care¬ 
taking nature. Actually, you get to 
see how capable he is. You go, 
“Well, yeah, Michael actually has 
some strengths” And one of them 
is taking care of people.

Well, we all hope so, but we 
don’t know. They kind of keep it 
a secret until the last minute so it 
has the most pressworthiness. But 
you know, like any classic series, 
we have at least three seasons in 
us. Past that, I don’t know. Per¬ 
sonally, I think they should do 
Queer as Folk Miami, or Queer as 
Folk Seattle, and follow a different 
group of people. And put more 
accent on the lesbians next time, 
or you can have it be on older gay 
men or much younger gay high 
school kids, who have to deal with 


different issues. Because there’s so 
much more to gay life than what 
we show. 

Talk to me about the negative re¬ 
actions on QAF you've heard from 
the gay and lesbian community. 

A lot of gay people don’t like 
the show because they think it 
paints them in one way or anoth¬ 
er. That’s something you run into 
because it’s the first of its kind! 
Anybody who sees the show and 
watches it for more than two 
episodes gets over the sex part 
very quickly. They are amazed at 
how they don’t care anymore. 
And that’s a huge step, because 
that’s the biggest discomfort for 
straight people, dealing with gay 
people, is that they don’t under¬ 
stand the sexual aspect. They’re 
confused by it, they find it repul¬ 
sive or whatever. And then they 
watch and they go, “Oh, it’s not 
that different from what we do,” 
and they get into the story. It 
changes them forever. You can’t go 
back, and that’s the benefit. What 
QAF can do is supply the straight 
community with a reasonable 
look at the most extreme version 
of gay life so that the rest of gay 
people who aren’t this extreme, 
don’t go clubbing this much or 
live this kind of way, seem pale in 
comparison and thus OK. 

Midway through the second 
season, Michael goes into gay 
porn or something, on the whim 
of the execs. I really took on 
Michael ’cause he’s the heart of 
the show, the emotional center. 
And he is really the eye through 
which the straight community 
can see the gay community. ▼

Burden of Ashes by Justin Chin; 
Alyson, $13.95 

J ustin Chin’s Burden of Ashes 
is both an autobiographical 
memoir and a collection of 
essays. Much of the material was 
previously published in various 
periodicals and subsequently 
modified for inclusion in this cur¬ 
rent collection. For any writer, this 
modus operandi presents many 
challenges. 

The first two-thirds of Chin’s 
Burden works wonderfully. Most 
of these chapters deal with his 
childhood and teen years, spent 
primarily in Singapore. He brings 
a quintessential^ queer skepti¬ 
cism and occasionally acid wit to 
his reminiscences of people and 
place. Among the most effective 
and perceptive chapters is the one 
entitled “The Beginning of My 
Worthlessness.” Here Chin details 
adolescent years spent in the cus¬ 
tody of his abusive Aunt Jessie, 
whose horrific punishments were 
meted out under the guise of lov¬ 
ing discipline that builds strong 
character. Chin exposes this 
ridiculous lie to great effect, while 
revealing its personal conse¬ 
quences with an admirably de¬ 
tached yet poetic prose voice. 

The final third of Burden of 
Ashes is subtitled “The Sea of De¬ 
caying Kisses.” Most of these seven 
essays/chapters simply don’t 
work, either on their own or as 



contributing members of the en¬ 
semble. The subject of this section 
of the book is Chin’s sexual rela¬ 
tionships with other men. Chap¬ 
ters entitled “Opercuthalousas” 
and “26 Acts” seem both forced 
and pretentious. Chin’s writing in 
this final third of the book betrays 
a singular problem: just because a 
writer can recall something with 
clarity and specificity, this does 
not make it inherently interesting. 
The material in this section is un¬ 
derdeveloped or overwritten, but 
Chin is not the first author to ar¬ 
rive at a denouement and find 
himself without a third act. 

Despite its flaws, Burden of 
Ashes is a commendable effort. At 
his best, Chin is a wonderful writer 
who speaks with refreshing candor 
about his own experience as a gay 
Chinese-American man. V 
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Two operas and an impromptu

but the sets and costumes are 
beautifully accurate, and the let¬ 
ter-boxing and digital remastering 
of the soundtrack add a sumptu¬ 
ous dimension to the period de¬ 
tail.

T hree recent DVD releases of 
film and video from the 
early ’90s prove the superi¬ 
ority of the digital format. Two 
operas, and a comedy that plays 
like one, look and sound better 
than ever in their new remaster¬ 
ings. 


Giacomo Meyerbeer 
Les Huguenots — 

Soloists, Chorus and Orchestra of 
the Deutsche Oper Berlin 
Stefan Soltesz, conductor 
(ArtHaus Musik) 

Once considered the Andrew 
Lloyd Webber of his day, Meyer¬ 
beer put the grand into opera. Les 
Huguenots was a smash, but it has 
been gathering dust ever since. 

There was a brief return to 
favor due to soprano Joan Suther¬ 
land, but there is no disguising the 
lack of inspired music or the 
episodic nature of the drama. 

Just as an inventive director 
has often saved Sir Andrew, this 
Deutsche Oper production comes 
to vivid life, thanks to the staging 
of John Dew. The music remains 
obstinately square, but it is more 
serviceable when the story has 
been told so compellingly. 

Religious conflict remains a 
timely subject, and Dew’s decision 
to update to the 20th century is 
plausible. The use of a German 
translation and modern dress 
makes the battle between 
Catholics and Protestants dis¬ 
turbingly relevant. 

The director edited the epic 
length using the performance ver¬ 
sion by Ignatz Franz Castelli. The 
brilliant settings and costumes 
(very Third Reich chic) are by 
Gottfried Pilz. 

The plot is complicated, but 
easy to grasp. Strong characteriza¬ 
tions by the principals lend depth 
to sketchy parts. Most successful 
is tenor Richard Leech as Raoul. 
His blond looks come from Cali¬ 
fornia, but his ringing voice and 
excellent German are believably 
Teutonic. After early problems, he 
warms to a triumphant finish. 

Martin Blasius, as his brother 
Marcel, never overcomes his thin¬ 
ness of tone or perilous pitch, 
though he does get to sing the 
only memorable tune in the 
opera, Luther’s hymn “Ein’ feste 
Burg.” 

The women are all good 
singing actors, and that accounts 
for a lot in live opera. The role 
dear to La Sutherland goes to An¬ 
gela Denning, and if her coloratu¬ 
ra seems forced by comparison, 
she hits all the notes and looks 
sensational. 

Lucy Peacock sings Raoul’s 
star-crossed lover Valentine with 
dignity and conviction. Camille 
Capasso almost steals the show in 


the pants role of the page Urbain. 
Until she sang, I thought she was 
a boy. 

The chorus and orchestra are 
admirable. The DVD is letter- 
boxed, showing the full stage pic¬ 
ture, and the sound is rich and 
balanced. 


career, but it yielded a delightful 
historical speculation. 

The romantic pursuit of Fred¬ 
eric Chopin by writer George 
Sand is portrayed as something of 
a comic operetta without all the 
singing. There is enough music in 
the background — arranger John 
Strauss makes loving use of the 
composer’s gorgeous melodies 
throughout. 

A perfect impromptu should 
seem “spontaneous and free,” says 
Hugh Grant as Chopin. “No one 
should be able to guess at the des¬ 
perate calculation behind it.” Judy 
Davis’ Sand is calculating all right, 
a bundle of neurotic, erotic im¬ 
pulses. It isn’t until late in the 
story that she bags him. It seems 
all she had to do was stop trying. 

Grant and Davis make one of 
the most improbable couplings 


since, well, Chopin and Sand, but 
the love scene — when there fi¬ 
nally is one — is so tender and 
well-acted that the entire conceit 
of the story becomes touchingly 
real. 

Before that takes place, Lapine 
parades the great artists of the day 
before the camera in often-hilari- 
ous portrayals by Julian Sands as 
Franz Liszt, Bernadette Peters as 
his bitter mistress Marie, Ralph 
Brown as Eugene Delacroix and 
Mandy Patinkin as the poet Alfred 
De Musset. Emma Thompson 
gets a cameo as a culture vulture 
Duchess, and Georges Corraface 
plays a smoldering rejected lover 
(his dueling scene with Grant is a 
comic highlight). 

There are a few anachronisms 
in the script (I doubt anyone used 
the expression “overkill” then),

The ArtHaus label is responsi¬ 
ble for some of the best releases in 
opera DVDs today. Transfers are 
flawless, and the use of optional 
subtitles a boon. They not only 
provide rare repertoire, but also 
beloved standards. 

Everybody’s second favorite 
Mozart opera (you pick No. 1) is 
presented from the exquisite 
jewel-box of a theatre within the 
Ludwigsburg Castle. It is a joyous 
treat from the festival in 1992. 

The cast, with the exceptions 
of Thomas Mohr as Papageno, 
Cornelius Hauptmann as Saras- 
tro, and Patricia Rozario as Papa- 
gena, is relatively unknown to 
American listeners. Still, there is 
no weakest link. Andrea Frey’s 
Queen of the Night suffers from 
curdled tone at times, but the 
sense of ensemble is strong 
enough to mask minor flaws. The 
show breezes by like a midsum¬ 
mer night’s dream. 

The clever sets and costumes 
recall the cut-outs of Matisse. 
They are as eye-popping, in their 
minimalist way, as the much 
grander Hockney decorations for 
the Met. 

The chorus and orchestra are 
remarkably well-drilled for a 
pick-up production, and the di¬ 
rection by Axel Manthey is un- 
fussy and clear. The Three Ladies 
look and sound great, and the 
Three Boys are as cute as choir¬ 
boys with slingshots. The Tamino 
and Pamina of Deon van der Walt 
and Ulrike Sonntag sing with 
vocal purity and act convincingly. 
Sonntag is especially appealing. 

I could live without the black¬ 
face roles and the vague misogy¬ 
nist tone, but that is in the text. I 
could not live without all that glo¬ 
rious music, and it sounds mar¬ 
velous. The production even 
compares favorably with Ingmar 
Bergman’s charming version.

Jazzy composer/vocalist Spencer Day 


Day dawns 

F rom the southland emerges a new 
talent: jazzy young vocalist, pi¬ 
anist, and composer Spencer Day, 
a powerhouse performer now appear¬ 
ing at a local gay bar near you. My 
agent-wannabe instincts tell me this 
boy is going to make it Big Time. 

For the moment, he’s down to 
earth and accessible, playing two dif¬ 
ferent gigs at two different intoxicat¬ 
ing venues. You can catch Day every 
Tuesday night at the Lush Lounge on 
Polk Street (at Post), where he plays a 
standard cabaret set with far above¬ 
standard flair, plus his original jazz 
compositions, Broadway numbers, 
and whatever suits his muse. Day oc¬ 
cupies the big alcove above the bar, 
commanding the piano, reeling off 
songs with complete panache. As he 
looks out at his audience, he smiles 
and banters and never lets go. He has 
that Sinatra magnetism, plus that Cole 
Porter gift for making up great songs. 
At only 23, his musical sap flows 
smoothly and abundantly. 

To fully appreciate Day’s gifts, you 
have to experience his Pink Floyd side. 
He’s not just a cabaret queen. From his 
deep romantic, searching soul arise 
original songs about himself and life, 
linked thematically in performance, 
delivered as high-concept perfor¬ 
mance pieces. 

The results can be appreciated on 
the last Wednesday night of each 
month at “The Crimson Club,” when 
Day and a troupe of young talents take 
over the Stud Bar (9th & Harrison), a 
place better known for drag shows and 
DJ dancing than for live music. They 
set up tables and chairs in front of the 
tiny stage fronting the DJ booth and 
proceed to render musically big, bold 
conceptual pieces elegantly pieced to¬ 
gether and performed by Day. 

The emcee of the night is Day’s best 
friend, the slim, tall handsome Brian 
Knecht, who charmingly orchestrates 
the show and fills in with spoken word 
and vocalizing. Also joining Day are 
Erika Torchia on violin, guitar and vo¬ 
cals, Keely Rogers-Free on guitar and 
vocals, singer/songwriter Amelia Ray, 
and bassist Erik Sandall. 

This is the first event of its kind at 
the Stud, and the place was packed on 
its first night. The troupe ran through 
a song cycle about life in LA and on the 
road. Day sang and played electronic 
keyboard piano sounds mixed with at¬ 
mospherics. His nervousness came off 
as endearing. The audience adored 
him. Day captured the night. ▼
